GETS. GO-ANEAD 
BY 4-10-1 VOTE 


Vescovo Only Member 
of Agency to Cast 
Negative Ballot — 
Plans to -Expedite 
Work Announced. 


The St. Louis County Housing 
Authority voted 4 to 1 yester- 
day to proceed with construc- 
tion of the proposed public 
housing project at Jefferson 
Barracks, and plans to expedite 
preparatory steps for the devel- 
opment were announced imme- 
diately afterward. 


Gene L. Vescovo was the only 
member of the authority to vote 
against a motion to reaffirm 
the original decision to build 
the $4,755,000 project. The fu- 
ture of the project had been 
placed in doubt after Vescovo, 
a home builder, forwarded to 
the authority petitions calling 
for its abandonment. 


The vote to proceed with the 
350-unit development was taken 
at a special meeting at the 
county courthouse in Clayton, 
where the project was attacked 
as “a monster of public hous- 
ing” and defended as a method 
of eliminating a slum area. 


To Step Up Clearance. 

Following the meeting, plans 
for stepping up clearance of a 
37-acre tract on which the proj- 
ect wil! be constructed were 
announced by Robert J. Tracy, 
executive director of the au- 
thority. 


He said bids would be sought 
“within a week or 10 days” for 
razing 52 converted frame bar- 
racks buildings built for the 
Army Air Corps in 1941 and 
used since the war for low- 
rent housing. Demolition of 16 
other barracks buildings, started 
last March, should be completed 
shortly, Tracy said. 


He said a representative of 
the Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration regional office at 
Fort Worth, Tex., would arrive 
here tomorrow and was ex- 
pected to deliver to the local 
authority formal approval of 
preliminary plans for the de- 
velopment. 


This will enable work to start 
on final plans and working 
drawings. Tracy predicted the 
Housing Authority would be 
ready to advertise for construc- 
tion bids this fail. 


Vescovo’s Position. 


Vescovo, whose removal from 
the authority has been de- 
manded by some Democrats as a 
result of his expressed opposi- 
tion to the Jefferson Barracks 
project, defended his views at 
yesterday's meeting. A former 
president of the Home Buildors 
Association of Greater St. Louis, 
he has told the Post-Dispatch 
he is “97 per cent opposed to 
public housing.” 

Elaborating on this point at 
the meeting, he called for an 
independent survey of housing 
needs in the county and added: 

“If it can be proven to me 
that there is a need for public 
housing in a certain place, il 
be the first to go along. I am 
Only opposed to public housing 
if it is to be built just because 
the authority is in operation 
and feels that we have to build 
houses.” 

As reason for his opposition 
to the Jefferson Barracks pro- 
ject, Vescovo cited the belief 
that in time only “about 50 or 
60” persons would be eligible 
for low-income housing there, 
and the tax-exempt nature of 
the project would result in a 
tax deficit of $30,000 to the 
Jefferson Barracks school dis- 
trict. Aug" «

housing project buildings now 
in use at the Barracks and cit- 
ing testimony by witnesses who 
questioned the need for public 
heusing in the county.

“A man who talks too free- 
ly. while in his cups and a

lackmail are both security 
risks, although both may be 
loyal Americans.” 

The commission recom- 
mended that loyal government 
employes who have personality 
defects which might make 
them security risks be trans- 
ferred to non-sensitive Gov- 
ernment jobs, rather than 
fired as security risks. 

3. All employes summoned 
before loyalty hearings should 
have the right to confront and 
cross-examine their accusers, 
“whenever it may be done 
withcut harm to the national 
security.” 

The commission said this 
did not mean investigative 
agencies such as the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation would 
be required to produce and 
identify their regular under- 
cover informants. 

But in cases where the in- 
formant can not be produced, 
the accused employe should 
be given “‘the substance of the 
information obtained from 
such informant to the extent 
that such information is ma- 
terial,” so that the accused 
may have an opportunity to 
answer the charges, the com- 
mission said. 

4. The “confidential” classi- 
fication for government doc- 
uments should be abolished. 
leaving only the “secret” and 
“top-secret” categories. 
“Over-classification” of infor- 
mation “retards scientifie and 
technological progress,” the 
commission said,

The U.N. command had been 
charging the Communists with 
violating that prohibition, and 
building up their forces with 
the aid of Red China, almost 
since the armistice was signed. 

Rodong Shinmoon insisted 
the No Korean-Chinese side 
“has been strictly abiding by 
the armistice agreement and 
exerting all efforts for convert- 
ing the armistice into a lasting 

eace.” 

A high Allied source in Seoul 
said U.N. forces in Korea will 
receive their first new fighting 
equipment in four years Mon- 
day with delivery of a flight of 
F-100 Super Sabre fighters, all- 
weather craft which fly faster 
than sound. 

He announced an unspecified 
number will land at the United 
States air base at Osan, about 
65 miles south of the Red bor- 
der, and perhaps a force of 
light bombers also will make 
the trip.

Campers Hit by 


Bolt; Paralyzed 


Dad Puts Boy in Canoe, Finds Aid ..2. 


| ELY, Minn., June 22 (AP)— 
A vacationing Chicago man, 
paralyzed from the hips down 
by a bolt of lighting, managed 
to crawl to his canoe, load his 
unconscious son into the craft 
and get to a wilderness area 
nurse whose first aid saved 
them from serious injury. 

sohn R. Barry, 43 years old, 
and his 10-year-old son, John 
M., were in good condition *in 
an Ely hospital today. The doc- 
tor attending them said the 
two were helped “tremendous- 
ly” by Dorothy Molter, a nurse 
who lives alone and operates a 
remote trading post in the tim- 
ber and lake country 40 miles 
north of here near the Cana- 
dian border. 

Barry and his son were clean- 
ing fish at their ‘camp site on 
Twin island in Knife lake when 
heavy rain began yesterday. 
They took cover under a tar- 
paulin stretched between trees, 
rather than run 15 feet further 
to their tent. 

The Chicagoan and his boy 
were eating candy bars under 
the tarp when they were jarred 
by the bolt. 

“It was a singing sensation,” 
Barry recalled today. “It felt 
as if someone had taken a board 
and hit all over my body at the 
same time.” 


Both were knocked. uncon- | 


scious. Barry figured it was per- 
haps 10 minutes before he came 
to and saw his son sprawled a 


few feet away. The father fear- 
ed his son was dead. 


Barry found he couldn't walk. 
He crawled to his son, and 
placed a hand on the boy. 

“My boy moaned a bit,” Bar- 
ry said. “It was the sweetest 
music I'd ever heard.” 


Still unable to walk, Barry |~—~— 


crawled to his canoe and found 
it half filled with water. Barry 
managed to tip out the water 
and right the canoe again. He 

ed his son to the shore 
and loaded him onto a sleeping 
bag in the canoe. 

His strength was waning and 
Barry figured he wouldn't be 
able to start the outboard mo- 
tor. He saw someone out in 
the lake in a boat. Barry 
shouted but the man ignored 
him and left. 

“I knew then that I had to 
do it alone,” Barry said. 

The motor started on the first

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Took Him From Sick Bed to Trial 


HONG KONG, June 22 (AP) 
—An American Jesuit said to- 
day he was half-carried, half- 
dragged from his hospital sick 
bed in 1955 to be sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment by a 
Chinese Communist court. 

“I was accused of spreading 
rumors and helping a spy,” 
said the Rev. John Alexander 
Houle of Glendale, Calif. The 
chargés, he said, were false. 

Father ‘Houle and the Rev. 
Charles J. McCarthy of San 
Francisco arrived in Hong Kong 
tonight and told the story of 
their imprisonment. They said 
they had not been beaten or 
physically mistreated. 

Both missionaries were ar- 
rested June 15, 1953, but were 
not sentenced until more than 
two years later. They were 
freed last week. 


Father Houle, who is suffer- |: 


ing from a back ailment caused 
by “many months of sitting on 
a prison floor under difficult 


couldn’t walk. At one period I 
more or less collapsed.” 

He said the prosecutor made 
two speeches to an empty court- 
room, and a few hours later he 
was sentenced. 

Looking pale and tired after 
debarking from the British 
freighter Radnorshire, which 
brought them from Shanghai, 
the two priests met the press 
in the Roman Catholic center 
here. Both were dressed in 
black clerical garb, Father 
Houle wore a white golf cap. 

They told of intermittent 
questioning up to the time they 
were placed on «trial.

He refused to say what it con- 
tained. 

Pressed to say whether they

When he was not in a hospi- 
tal, Fother Houle was confined 
to a bare room with a wooden 
floor. He shared his cell at 
first with one to four compan- 
ions, later in another prison, 
with 14 to 16. 

“The whole system of impris- 
onment was mistreatment,” he 
said. made use of every 
possible occurrence of daily jail 
life, adding innumerable pres- 
sures to you to make you re- 
ceive suggestions.”

Recent Decisions Vigorously Uphold Ci 


Individuals Are Not to Be 


Penalized for Political | 


Beliefs—Some Critics Say 
Reds Are Encouraged. 


By EDWARD F. WOODS

WASHINGTON, June 22. 
HE SUPREME COURT again this 
week issued stern admonition. to 
the Congress, the lower courts 
and federal prosecuting agencies that 
they must consider all their actions in 
the light of constitutional prohibitions 
and permission. 
In so doing the court aroused anew 
speculation as to the profound effect 
of its pronouncements on the adminis- 


tration of justice: and legislative be- 
havior. 


The lower’ courts, it said, in effect, 
must more zealously guard against error 
in interpreting the law, where there is an 
apparent conflict between the law and 
what the Supreme Court regards as con- 
stitutional guarantees. To the Congress it 
said, in effect, that there is an area be- 
yond which it cannot go even in its quest 
for information related to its admitted 
authority to inquire for the purposes of 
framing legislation. 

And in taking a stand between the 
authority of the courts and the legis- 
lature, on the one hand, and the rights 
of individuals, on the other, the Su- 
preme Court appeared to be attempt- 
ing to make it clear that political be- 
liefs, whatever they might be, had no 
bearing on the rights of the individuals 
as citizens. 

In the last few days the court has been 
eriticized for opinions which, its critics 
said, will serve only to make easier the 
lot of a small percentage of the popula- 
tion in its open avowal of changing the 
American system of government. At the 
same. time, the court has been praised 
for using words which suggested to some 
that the Bill of Rights is the charter of 
American life and the eore of democracy 
as a political and moral ideal. 

4 * ¢ « 

INFORMED SOURCES here who have 
remained close to the changing course of 
administration of justice and legislation 
are unable, in the brief time since the de- 
cisions came down, to offer any solid 
opinion on the long-range effects of the 
eourt’s action. 

A general effect, at the moment, how- 
ever, would seem to be a re-examination 
by the congressional committees of their 
present procedures with respect to inter- 
rogating witnesses. Another would ap- 
pear to be the exercise of greater re- 
straint by the committees in the issuance 
of contempt citations against witnesses 
who incur their .wrath, along greater 
hesitancy on the_part of Congress to ap- 
prove these citations with little or no 
consideration of all the elements in- 
volved. This caution may serve to avoid 
setting up criminal prosecutions which 
would be certain at a later date to come 
into conflict with the court’s decisions. 

It would not appear that the decision 
applying to legislative committees would 
actually curb their functions except to 
the extent that the Senate and the House 
might have to take another. look at the 
operations of such committees as the 
Senate Internal Security subcommittee 
and the House Un-American Activities 
committee, which have for years been 
operating with a kind of roving commis- 
sion, “exposing” people with no apparent 
useful result, in the view of many. 

The prosecuting authorities already 
are feeling the effects of the court's 
actions. In several cases, courts have 
ordered FBI files turned over to de- 
fense counsel in keeping with a high 
tribunal decree of two weeks ago. In 
at least one case, that of Arthur Miller, 
playwright and husband of actress 
Marilyn Monroe, a court has been pe- 
titioned to upset his conviction ef con- 
tempt for refusing to tell a Senate 

| committee, as a matter of conscience, 
about persons he once knew as Com- 
munists. 

No highly placed person in the execu- 
tive branch has commented on the court's 
latest decisions, as President Eisenhower 
once did in expressing approval of the 
opinion outlawing segregation in the 
schools.. Moreover, four of the Justices 
who have figured in one way or another 
in recent decisions are Eisenhower ap- 
pointees. ‘ 

There are certain officials in the Justice 
Department who would welcome a re- 
vision of the court’s powers but would 


_—— 


the court, by rewriting the Federal ju- 
dicial code or by amending the Constitu- 
tion to make the court memberships 
elective, rather than appointive by the 
President. 

Moreover, the uproar in Congress over 


has influenced their recent decisions re- 
mains a matter of conjecture, since they 
do not express their views except as they 
apply to the laws at issue before them. 

*- * * 


DIRECTLY AT ISSUE are the methods 
employed by the Government and the 
Congress to deal with Communists. The 
court clearly has been at odds with Con- 
gress for a long time over the harshness 
with which the entire problem of sub- 
version within the United States should 
be dealt. In its most recent decisions it 
has apparently been saying that harsh- 
ness toward alleged subversives and Com- 
munists cannot be justified by historical 
American standards simply for the sake 
of harshness, or in the name of internal 
security. 

’ Two weeks ago the Court ruled in the 
Jencks case, litigation involving a de- 
fendant accused of falsely swearing that 
he was not a Communist, that Jencks 
had a right to access to secret reports 
made to the FBI concerning his alleged 
Communist activities. The court held that 
to deprive him of access to this informa- 
tion was to deprive him of information 
he needed properly to defend himself. 


This decision led te. considerable 
speculation that there was inherent in it a 
threat to the ability of the FBI properly 
to conduct investigations in order to make 
a case for the Department of Justice in 
any’ Federal criminal proceedings, in- 
cluding kidnaping and robbery. The re- 
sentment of the FBI and the Justice De- 
partment against this inhibition on their 
procedure is admitted but there has been 
no suggestion, even in private conversa- 
tions with any responsible Gavernment 
source, that alterations of its police pro- 
cedures will do more than slow down in- 
vestigations and possibly prevent the Gov- 
ernment from taking some cases to court. 

This week the court majority pro- 
pounded two more significant opinions 
dealing with the Communist issue.

California Communists’ case. In the 
former case, the court reversed the con- 
viction for contempt of Congress of John 
T. Watkins, who in 1954 had informed 
the House Un-American Activities com- 
mittee that he would answer any of its

tions about other persons who, he felt, 
had removed themselves from Communist 
associations.

In the opinion involving the California 
prosecutions, the court majority freed 
five of the defendants outright and or- 
dered new trials for nine others. They 
had beep convicted under the Smith Act, 
which makes it a Federal crime to con- 
spire to teach or advocate overthrow of 
the Government by force. The court in 
this case held, basically, that there was a 
difference between attempting to spread 
belief in something and actually in- 
stigating action.

LIKELY TO BE the more immediate 
and most explosive challenge to the 
court's judgment would come in a situa- 
tion like the Watkins case where a com- 
mittee of the Congress was challenged by 
a witness as to the pertinency of its ques- 
tions to a valid legislative purpose. 

Congressional powers of investigation 
are linked to legislative function. 

This went to the heart of Chief Justice 
Warren's opinion for a 6 to 1 majority 
in wiping out the Watkins conviction. 

He ruled that a committee operating 
under a “nebulous” mandate to uncover 
subversion must tell a witness specifically 
what it is investigating and why his 
answers would be pertinent, before 
forcing him to discuss the private affairs 
of individuals. r

Appointment of Warren 
An Outstanding Action 
Of President Eisenhower 


Chief Justice of the United States Has Wielded a Great 
Influence on the Court and Nation in the Last Three 
Years—He Remains an Unassuming Man Dedicated 
to Human Rights—Restores Harmony on Court. 


I 


The sweep of the opinions of last week 
which went so far toward redressing the 
balance of civil rights, together with the 
school desegregation three years ago, 
would in themselves have made the tenure 
of any chief justice memorable, however 
long that tenure. But what Warren has 
been able to do since he was sworn in as 
the fourteenth Chief Justice of the United 
States on Oct. 5, 1953, is to bring a large 
measure of harmony to a court torn by 
bitter factionalism and unhappy personal 
dissension. 

The root of his achievement is in a 
genius for politics, using the word poli- 
tics in its best and truest meaning. This 
is joined in the Chief Justice with a deep 
dedication to the fundamental rican 
freedoms embodied in the Bill of Rights. 


As the chief and the eight associate jus- 
tices prepare for the long summer recess, 
one thing about Warren is abundantly 
clear. Three and a half years of Washing- 
ten and his high office as head of one of 
the co-ordinate branches of government 
have outwardly altered him little if at 
all. He is the same plain, simple, un- 
assuming man who left the governorship 
of California in the midst of an un- 
precedented third term when to his as- 


and compelling him to testify, against 
his will, about his beliefs, expressions 
or associations is a measure of Govern- 
mental interference,” the decision held. 

Watkins, incidentally, has told the com- 
mittee he was not a Communist. It was 
about others he refused to testify. 

The chief significance of the decision 
in the case involving the Communists 
seemed to be that the court is examining 
convictions under the Smith Act me- 
ticulously. It did not reverse itself on the 
convictions of several “first string” Com- 
munist leaders several years ago. What it 
said was that its approval of the convic- 
tions of the “first stringers” did not throw 
open the flood gates to the prosecution 
under the Smith Act of all other Com- 
munist leaders merely because they have 
been teaching forcible overthrow of the 
Government as an abstract principle. 

The court found that the lower 
trial judge had failed to instruct the jury 
properly on the difference between ab- 
stractedly advocating the forcible over- 
throw of the Government and urging 
action toward such forcible overthrow. 


“The essential difference,” as stated in 
Justice Harlan's opinion for the court, 
“is that those to whom the advocacy is 
addressed, must be urged to do some- 
thing, now or in the future, rather than 
merely to believe in something.” 


The court thus drew a line between 
what is criminal and what is permissible. 
It appeared to be taking the stand that 
freedom of speech and assembly must re- 
main inviolate, even for Communists, but 
that the door must be left open for 
criminal prosecution of persons who go 
beyond these rights and incite action 
against the Government.

While he has been generous in attending 
official occasions, he has stood aside from 
the fuss and feathers of official Washing- 
ton. A large, unassuming figure, speaking 
in a somewhat high-pitched voice, he has 
a modest, common-sense bearing that ex- 
presses his approach to the problems of 
the court as he saw them when he took 
over. 

In the range of the issues, one case 
piling on top of another involving all the 
conflicts and confusion of a revolutionary 
age, this has been a strenudus year on the 
highest tribunal.

But then on July 17 the Chief Justice and 
Mrs. Warren will go to London for the 
meeting of the American Bar Association.

HIS CONSCIENCE is an important part 
of Warren's makeup. It explains why he 
went last summer on a goodwill tour of 
India in the season of extreme heat and 
monsoon rains. 

That same conscience had a great deal 
to do with the conviction, slowly devel- 
oped in the stresses and strains of the 
postwar era, that Warren has brought to 
one decision after another. Those deci- 
sions should have surprised no one since 
he spoke out even after he took his place 
on the court about the peril to basic free- 
doms in the obsessive fear of Communism 
in America.

N the long perspective of history the most distinguishing act of President 
Eisenhower's Administration, or at any rate of his first term, may prove 
to be the appointment of Earl Warren as Chief Justice of the United 
States. The influence Warren has wielded on the court, on the body of law 
and on the nation in less than four years merits that conjecture. 


In November of 1955 he said that the 
“temptation to imitate totalitarian secu- 
rity methods is a subtle temptation that 
must be resisted day by day for it will 
be with us as long as totalitarianism 
itself.” That is the deep conviction be- 
hind Warren's opinion in the Watkins 
case in which the right of conscience 
under the free speeth amendment was 
at issue and in other recent cases involy- 
ing civil liberties, 


One of the most eloquent expressions of 


| his concern for freedom and its preserva- 


tion was in his address in St. Louis, at 
Washington University’s second century 
convocation, in February 1955. Citing @ 
news story about a controversy over 
whether the Bill of Rights should be 
posted on an employe bulletin board, War- 
ren said there was reason to doubt wheth- 
er that charter of freedom could be rati- 
fied in present day America, since so 
many Americans seemed to be suspicious 
of freedom. 
. . . 


WHEN WARREN became chief, Justices 
Black and Douglas, appointees out of the 
New Deal, were usually in dissent. They 
often castigated the other justices for their 
conservatism. Warren's first achievement 
was to get a unanimous court behind the 
opinion holding that segregation in the 
public schools was unconstitutional. In 
the years that have followed the chief 
justice has sometimes joined Douglas and 
Black in dissent. But on the far-reaching 
civil liberties opinions the court was 
unanimous except for a new dissenter, 
Justice Clark, a Truman appointee. 

When Warren was named to the eourt 
there were those who deplored the ap- 
pointment because, they said, he was not 
a scholar of the law and had no judicial 
experience, He is not a scholar in the 
sense that Holmes and Brandeis were. 
But he has brought.common sense and 
conviction to a troubled court and a trou- 
bled time. 


If outwardly the Chief Justice ts the 
same warm and friendly man who won 
such wide popularity in his native state, 
he has grown greatly in intellectual 
stature in his comparatively brief period 
on the Supreme Court. At the time of 
his appointment, the Sun-Reporter, lead- 
ing Negro newspaper in San Francisco, 
found him “platitudinous on the ques 
tion of civil rights for the Negro.” Tha - 
same editorial said he was a “firm be-. - 
Hever in state's rights,” indicating that 
the new chief justice would come down 
on the southern side in the integration 
controversy. 


The largest Japanese daily in San Fran- 
cisco, Nishi Bei Times, noted that Warren 
as California's attorney general had urged 
the evacuation of all Japanese from the 
West Coast after the outbreak of war as @ 
defensive measure. The Federal Governe 
ment did reluctantly move out the Jap- 
anese including those who were American’ 
citizens by virtue of having been born ‘in 
This action, which grew out 
of the fear of invasion following the Pearl 
Harbor attack, was widely criticized as a 
violation of basic freedoms. ’ 


But after the war, in the Sing Sheng 


;| case, Warren took the opportunity to ex- 


press his feelings about the rights of cit- 
izens of Asian origin. Sing Sheng, a 
Chinese airline mechanic, proposed to 
move into an all-white subdivision but in 
the face of protests he called for a vote of 
the residents. A majority voted to ex- 
clude him and his family. 


“I am not at all proud of the action of 
people in the neighborhood of your new 
home,” Warren, then governor, wrote to 
Sing Sheng. “It is not in keeping with 
the fairness of the people of the San Fran- 
cisco bay area or of Californians generally 
and, of course, it had no legal effect.” 


As ex officio chairman of the board of 
trustees of the University of California 
Warren was against requiring faculty: 
members to take a separate non-Commu- 
nist oath. He did; however, approve a 
law requiring such an oath for all state 
employes. 

At the time of his appointment he wag 
known as a middle-of-the-roader. This 
was regarded as the reason for his suc- 
cess in wooing Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats under California’s system of can- 
didates filing in both party primaries.

Prof. Dorsey on Girard 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Girard case has been a diffi- 
cult incident to report because the 
gentral issue demands greater pre- 
eision in the use of words than ordi- 
nary reporting requires. News stories 
generally have said that under the 
treaty and administrative agreement 
the United States has primary right 
to exercise jurisdiction if the offense 
was committed while the soldier was 
“on duty.” 

The language of the provision is 
that the United States has primary 
right to exercise jurisdiction if the 
offense stems from an “act or omis- 
fron done in performance of official 
duty.” I will attempt to show the 
significance of the difference by 
three hypothetical cases. 

* * ” 

1, The United States Army in 
Japan is moving explosives by truck 
convoy. The move is necessary, the 
route is reasonable, the job is being 
carefully done. Nevertheless, an ex- 
plosion occurs and a Japanese civil- 
jan is killed. Japan claims jurisdic- 
tion to try the officer in charge for 
manslaughter. 

2. An American soldier is author- 
fYed to keep civilians in the area 
from stealing a machine gun and 
some field jackets placed tempo- 
rarily at the edge of a firing range 
in Japan. The soldier is not author- 
ized to fire at persons. He does fire 
a cartridge case from his grenade 
launcher, killing a Japanese civilian. 
Japan claims jurisdiction to try him 
for manslaughter. 

3. An American soldier is as- 
signed to military police duty in a 
district in Tokyo. During his tour 
of duty, within his assigned district, 
he breaks into a house and rapes a 
Japanese girl. Japan claims juris- 
diction to try him for housebreaking 
and rape.

In the first case the act of the 
officer in charge of the explosives 
was an act of the United States it- 
self. He did the act while he was 
on duty, and all the acts he did were 

* Authorized by higher authority lead- 
ing directly to the President of the 
United States. Certainly the lan- 
guage of the agreement was intended 
to put primary right to exercise 
jurisdiction in the United States_in 
this case. No nation can allow its 
Official acts to be questioned in the 
courts of another nation. 

Now let's take the third case. The 
M.P, is “on duty” and‘ within his 
assigned area, but when he enters 
the house he is not acting in Uncle 
.,=4mMm’s interests, but solely in his own 
Thterests. This is not, in fact, a hypo- 
thetical case.

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J udicial Statesmanship 


Earl Warren will go down in the history of the 
United States Supreme Court as one of our great 
Chief Justices; This prediction can be made 


_ with confidence on the basis of his nearly four 


years of service on our highest-tribunal. , 

The former California Governor’s opinion in 
the public school anti-segregation cases in 1954 
was a social as well as judicial landmark. It 
has a secure place iff the nation’s history. The 
continuing attacks on it only testify to its far- 
reaching significance. 

Last Monday Chief Justice Warren spoke for 
the Supreme Court in two important civil liber- 
ties cases. These are also under attack and agafn 
the attacks only reflect the great good of thr 
decisions themselves. 

The first of these opinions was in the 6to1 
decision in the case of John T. Watkins, Illinois 
labor leader, who was prosecuted for contempt 
of Congress for refusing to make certain dis- 
closures which he asserted to be beyond the 
authority of a congressional investigating com- 
mittee to demand. ¥ 

* . + 

The second Warren opinion was in the 6-to-2 
d-cision in the case of Paul M. Sweezy, New 
F'ampshire, teacher and editor. It was Mr. 
Sweezy who challenged the authority of his 
State to insist that he “disclose the nature of 
his past expressions and associations.” 

In the Sweezy decision, the Chief Justice read 
an eloquent tribute to the vital role of academic 
freedom in American life. In the Watkins case,, 
he engaged in judicial statesmanship of a high 
order, for he came-squarely to grips with one 
of the most persistent problems of our govern- 
ment in recent years—the abuse of the congres- 
sional power to investigate. ; 


Speaking as well for Justices Black, Frank-' 


furter, Douglas, Brennan and Harlan (Justices 
Burton and Whittaker did not take part and 
Clark dissented), the Chief Justice said: “We 
approach the questions presented with conscious 
awareness of the far-reaching ramifications that 
can follow from a decision of this nature.” 

That. the results will be far-reaching cannot 
be doubted. For years many merabers of Con- 
gress have sought to establish a decent code 
for legislative investigations. Senators Hennings 
of Missouri, Douglas of Illinois, Morse of Ore- 
gon are names that come readily to mind. Many 
others have attempted to establish fair and rea- 
sonable guides for committee inquiries.

No one has wanted to deprive Congress of its 
power to investigate. The power is too im- 
portant. Too much good has flowed from it 
and too much necessary legislation has been 
enacted as a consequence. But earnest lawmak- 
ers along with countless laymen have believed 
that committees sooner or later must adhere 
to standards of fair conduct. 

This is essentially what the Warren opinion 
in the Watkins case comes down to. It says that 
the power to investigate is inherent in the legis- 
lative progress, that the power is broad but that 
it is not unlimited. And certainly “there is no 
general authority to expose the private affairs 
of individuals without justification in terms of 
the functions of Congress.” 

The wild inquisitions of the McCarthy era are 
outside the pale, As the Chief Justice says: ‘Nor 
is the Congress a law enforcement or trial 
agency. These are functions of the executive 
and judicial departments of government. No 
inquiry is an end in itself; it must be related 
to and in furtherance of a legitimate task of 
Congress. Investigations conducted solely for 
the personal aggrandizement of the investi- 
gators or to ‘punish’ those investigated are 
indefensible.” :

Earl Warren and his associates in the Su- 
preme Court majority say clearly that it is the 
duty of all citizens to co-operate with the Con- 
gress in its efforts to obtain the facts needed 
for intelligent legislative action. 
just ag clear in saying that “not every congres- 
sional investigation is justified by a public need 
that overbalances any private rights affected.” 

And so the Supreme Court in effect calls for 
a more definite statement of purpose than the 
House Un-American Activities Committee acted 
on in the past. In the blunt words of Chief 
Justice Warren: “Who can define the meaning 
of ‘un-American’?” 

It is not for the Supreme Justices to spell out 
the solutions in detail but they do make the 
proper suggestion that one possibility is to have 
the “authorizing resolution so clearly declare 
the ‘question under inquiry’ that a witness can 
understand the pertinency of questions asked.”

Comptroller John H. Poelker’s support of the 
proposed new City Charter ought to carry a 
good deal of weight with independent voters.

We have just seen a picture of Sir Winston 
Churchill and his daughter, Miss Sarah 
Churchill, the actress, arriving at a London air- 
port after a holiday in France; and if recollec- 
tion serves, there haven't been too many pic- 
tures of that Pair together. It was interesting, 
therefore, to see how Sir Winston fared in film- 
ing with his actress-<igughter, since, though he 
is himself an actor of no mean parts, it is only 
as an amateur, whereas Miss Churchill is a 
professional.

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Restoring a Korea Balance 

Anybody who reads carefully the statement of 
the United Nations Command about..sending 
new weapons to Korea knows that this step re- 
flects no sudden emergency, that it is purely de- 
fensive in character, and that it is made neces- 
sary solely by a long history of Communist truce 
violations which have upset the military balance 
the truce was meant to,freeze. . 

It must be hoped that the Chinese and North 
Koreans will understand this as well as do the 
15 allied governments, including Britain, which 
have given approval to the move. A\l- 
though the denunciations are issuing from 
Communist sources, they seem to be milder than 
the U.N. Command expected, and to offer no 
evidence of warlike reaction. 


‘The Communists know as well as the U.N. 


Command does that they have been sending new 
planes and weapons into North Korea in viola- 
tion of the armistice. They also know that the 


. long-delayed response of the U.N. Command 


could have been stronger than it is. Evidently 
the missiles and rockets which might have been 
sent are being withheld, and no atomic weapons 
are being given to ground forces. The sum of 
the buildup seems to be the replacement of old 
aircraft with jets able to carry atomic arms. 

Since the move has been discussed so long, 
and the Communist truce violations are of such 
long-standing duration, some interest attaches to 
the timing of the gesture. Coming in the midst 
of the London disarmament talks, it may be in- 
tended by its authors in the Pentagon to warn 
against “trusting the Communists.” Disarma- 
ment, however, need not and should not depend 
upon trusting anybody. It should be based upon 
reliable inspection arrangements, not upon 
verbal promises from any quarter. 

What is happening in Korea is what is hap 
pening in the world at large. In the absence of 
political and diplomatic settlements and in the 
presence of an arms race, the United States must 
maintain a balance of military power that will 
deter aggression. In Korea, this means match- 
ing the Communist upgrading of weapons with 
an upgrading of our own. ; 

Yet maintaining the balancé is not incompati- 
ble with ultimate disarmament whenever both 
sides decide that this is to their advantage. The 
day for disarmament in Korea must come, as it 
is coming in the world at large, and when it 
does, our Government should be as ready to 
agree on an enforceable reduction of arms as it 
now orders a step-up. No doubt that will mean 
some form of settlement of outstanding issues— 
including recognition and U.N. membership— 
with Communist China. 

Meanwhile, our record in Korea is proof 
enough that we intend no aggressive act and 
seek only to redress the military balance which 
the Communists have upset. 
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Pre-posterous 

In the otherwise sensible statement of the 
Metropolitan Youth Commission on juvenile 
delinquency there appeared a new word of 
sociological jargon. The word is “pre-delin- 
quent”—-the “pre-delinquent child.” The pre- 
delinquent child presumably is any child at 
all who may possibly become delinquent if not 
stopped—that is to say, any normal child that 
has not yet been caught in serious misconduct. 
In this view of human nature, we all must be 
pre-something or other—pre-traffic ticket fixers, 
pre-wife beaters, pre-absconders.

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Victory for Hell’s Canyon 

The surprising victory of the Hell’s Canyon 
bill in the Senaterought to be the biggest kind 
of encouragement to its proponents in the 
House. If any of them are tempted to be 
weakened of heart by fear that the President 
would veto the bill, as it is being widely pre- 
dicted he would do, let them recall Dixon-Yates. 

Mr, Eisenhower did not stand in the way of 
a ground swell which a relentless disclosure of 
the facts raised against that project. Is this not 
reason to assume he may not stand in the way 
of the ground swell which a second relentless 
disclosure of facts is raising for Hell’s Canyon? 

In the wake of the Senate vote Senator Potter 
of Michigan has charged that northwestern civil 
rights votes were traded for southern Hell’s 
Canyon votes. Senators Eastland of Mississippi, 
Ervin of North Carolina, Smathers of Florida 
and Long of Louisiana all were brought over 
to the side of the bill. Senators Morse of 
Oregon, Murray of Montana and Magnuson of 
Washington, along with Senator Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, the fourth named by Senator 
Potter, voted with the southerners to send the 
House civil rights bill to committee. They 
derfy any trade. 

The civil rights vote was one on procedure 
rather than substance. The crucial test is likely 
to come on the trial-by-jury amendment, and 
Senators Morse, Murray, Magnuson and Ken- 
nedy will then, we hope, make it clear enough 
that they have not traded away their convictions 
on civil rights. ) 

Meanwhile the Hell’s Canyon bill stands on 
its own merits. Let the House redouble the 
pressure on the Administration to reverse its 
give-away of, this priceless power site. 
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A Time for Quick Action 


The Supreme Court shows a fine sense of 
responsibility in agreeing to hear the William S. 
Girard case on direct appeal from federal dis- 
trict court, and to change its summer recess 
plans for that reason. 

It would have Been easy to say “let the law 
take its course,” and send the case along the 
conventional route, first to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, then to the Supreme Court next fall 
or winter. But by next fall or winter the inter- 
national effects of having the Girard case go 
unresolved might have been widespread and 
damaging. 

As Professor Dorsey of Washington University 


points out in ,our letters column today, the 


Girard case affects the delicate question of na- 
tional sovereignty. Some of the precedents cited 
by District Judge McGarraghy deal with cases 
affecting the relations not of two nations, but 
of the Federal Government and a state. It is 
essential therefore that the decision be reviewed, 
and expedient that it should be reviewed with 
the least possible delay.

The Supreme Court Looks at Investigating Committee: 


Excerpts from Majority Opinion in Watkins vs. United States by Chief Justice Warren 


We start with several basic premises 
on which there is general agreement. 
The power of the Congress to conduct 
investigations is inherent in the legis- 
lative process. That power is broad. It 
encompasses inquiries concerning the 
administration of existing laws as well 
as proposed or possibly needed statutes. 
It includes surveys of defects:-in our 
social, economic or political system for 
the purpose of enabling Congress to 
remedy them. It comprehends probes 
into departments of 
the Federal Gov- 
ernment to expose 
corruption, inef- 
ficiency or waste. 
But broad as is this 
power of inquiry, 
it is not unlimited, 

There is no gen- 
eral authority to 
expose the private 
affairs of individ- 
uals without justi- 
fication in terms of 
the functions of the 
ee a 
freely conceded by : Hee Warr 
the E licitor Baad Chief Justice Warren 
eral in his argument of this case. Nor 
is the Congress a law enforcement or 
trial agency. These are functions of 
the executive and judicial departments 
of government. 


No inquiry is an end in itself; it must 
be related to and in furtherance of a 
legitimate task of the Congress. In- 
vestigations conducted solely for the 
personal aggrandizement of the investi- 
gators or to “punish” those investigated 
are indefensible. 


It is unquestionably the duty of all 
citizens to co-operate with the Congress 
in its efforts to obtain the facts needed 
for intelligent legislative action. It is 
their unremitting obligation to respond 
to subpenas, to respect the dignity of 
the Congress and its committees and to 
testify fully with respect to matters 
within the province of proper investi- 
gation. This, of course, assumes that 
the constitutional rights of witnesses 
will be respected by the:Congress as 
they are in a court of justice. 


The Bill of Rights is applicable to 
investigations as to all forms of govern- 
mental action. Witnesses cannot be 
compelled to give evidence against 
themselves. They cannot be subjected 
to unreasonable search and seizure. 
Nor can the First Amendment freedoms 
of speech, press, religion, or political 
belief and association be abridged. 


Effects of Abuse 4 


Abuses of the investigative process 
may imperceptibly lead to abridgment 
of protected freedoms. The mere sum- 
moning of a witness and compelling 
him to testify, against his will, about 
his beliefs, expressions or associations 
is a measure of governmental interfer- 
ence. And when those forced revela- 
tions concern matters that are unortho- 
dox, unpopular, or even hateful to the 
general public, the reaction in the life 
of the witness may be disastrous. 

This effect is even more harsh when 
it is past beliefs, expressions or asso- 
ciations that are disclosed and judged 
by current standards rather than those 
contemporary with the matters 

Accommodation of the congressional 
need for particular information with 
the individual and personal interest in 
vacy is an arduous and delicate task 


i 
ES 
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vacy nor abridge his liberty of speech, 
press, religion or assembly. 

We have no doubt that there is no 
congressional power to expose for the 
sake of exposure. The public is, of 
course, entitled to be informed con- 
cerning the workings of its government. 
That cannot be inflated into a general 
power to expose where the predominant 
result can only be an invasion of the 
private rights of individuals. But a 
solution -to our problem is not to be 
found in testing the motives of com- 
mittee members for this purpose. Such 
is not our function, Their motives alone 
would not vitiate an investigation which 
had been instituted by a house of Con- 
gress if that assembly’s legislative pur- 
pose is being served. 

The theory of a committee inquiry 
is that the committee members are 
serving as the representatives of the 
parent assembly in collecting informa- 
tion for a legislative purpose. Their 
function is to act as the eyes and ears 
of the Congress in obtaining facts upon 
which the full legislature can act. 


An essential premise in this situa- 
tion is that the House or Senate shall 
have instructed the committee mem- 
bers on what they are to do with the 
power delegated to them. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the Congress, in the first 
instance, to insure that compulsory 
process is used only in furtherance of 
a legislative purpose. 

That requires that the instructions 
to an investigating committee spell out 
that group’s jurisdiction and purpose 
with sufficient particularity. 

It would be difficult to imagine a 
less explicit authorizing resolution than 
that of the Un-American Activities 
Committee. Who can define the mean- 
ing of “un-American”? 

It is, of course, not the function of 
this coust to prescribe rigid rules for 
the Congress to follow in drafting res- 
olutions establishing investigating com- 
mittees. That is a matter peculiarly 


within the realm of the legislature, and 
its decisions will be accepted by the 
courts up to the point where their own 
duty to enforce the constitutionally pro- 
tected rights of individuals is affected. 

An excessively broad charter, like 
that of the House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee, places the courts in 
an untenable position if they are to 
strike a balance between the ‘public 
need for a particular interrogation and 
the right of citizens to carry on their 
affairs free from unnecessary govern 
mental interference. 


The Vice of Vagueness 


The problem attains proportion when 
viewed from the standpoint of the wit- 
ness who appears before a congression- 
al committee. He must decide at the 
time the questions are propounded 
whether or not to answer. An erro- 
neous determination on his part, even 
if made in the utmost good faith, does 
not exculpate him if the court should 
later rule that the questions were per- 
tinent to the question under inquiry. 

It is obvious that a person compelled 
to make this choice is entitled to have 
knowledge of the subject to which the 
interrogation is deemed pertinent. That 
knowledge must be available with the 
same degree of explicitness and clarity 
that the due process clause requires in 
the expression of any element of a 
criminal offense. The “vice of vague- 
ness” must be ayoided here as in all 
other crimes. 

The statement of the committee 
chairman in this case, in response to 
petitioner’s protest, was woefully inade- 
quate to convey sufficient information 
as to the pertinency of the questions to 
the subject under inquiry. Petitioner 
was thus not accorded a fair oppor- 
tunity to determine whether he was 
within his rights in refusing to answer, 
and his.conviction is necessarily invalid 
under the due process clause of the 
Fifth Amendment. 


Excerpts from Minority Opinion by Justice Clark 


As I see it the chief fault in the ma- 
jority opinion is its mischievous curb- 
ing of the informing function of the 
Congress, While I am not versed in 
its procedures, my experience in the 
executive branch of the Governnient 
leads me to believe that the require- 
ments laid down in the opinion for the 
operation of the committee system of 
inquiry are both unnecessary and un- 
workable. 

It may be that at times the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
has, as the court says, “conceived of its 
task in the grand view of its name.” 
And, perhaps, as the court indicates, 
the rules of conduct placed upon the 
committee by the House admit of indi- 
vidual abuse and unfairness. But that 
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closure. But everyday experience shows 
this just does not happen. One needs 
only to read the newspapers to know 
that the Congress could gather little 
“data” unless its committees had, un- 
fettered, the power of subpena. 

I think the committee here was act- 
ing entirely within its scope and that 
the purpose of its inquiry was set out 
with “undisputable clarity.” The au- 
thorizing language of the Reorganization 
Act must be read as a whole, not dis- 
sected. It authorized investigation into 
subversive activity, its extent, char- 


acter, objections, and diffusion.

Advocates Say Shorter Term Need Not 
Retard Weapons Program—Concern 
About Divergent Statements by 
Eisenhower, Wilson and AEC.

HERE IS ‘A DEFINITE SPLIT in the Administration on the 
question of barring nuclear tests for a trial period either of 
two to three years, as proposed by the Soviet Union, or for 
a one-year period that is favored in some Administration circles. 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion was greatly upset by Sec- 
retary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson's statement June 15 at

Libby’s 750-word statement 
was carefully prepared by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. It 
stated: “To cut off testing, 
therefore, means cutting off the 
introduction of improved nu- 
clear weapons system,” and 
“our weapons development 
would be crippled by a cessa- 
tion of tests.” 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
support the AEC statement and 
do not agree with the Wilson 
statement. 

U. S. Long-Range Position. 

The United States position on 
stopping tests has always been: 
First, that the amount of radio- 
active contamination from test- 
ing, other than near the test 
site, is so small that it does not 
represent a material hazard in 
comparison with the need to 
improve and test weapons; and, 
second, that it is an absurdity 
in the midst of the nuclear 
arms race to throttle the devel- 
opment of nuclear weapons. 

Consequently, the United 
States position on nuclear dis- 
armament has been to combine 
the suspension of testing with 
a halt in manufacture of more 
nuclear weapons as a first step, 
and as a second step to return 
the fissionable material in 
weapons to non-military uses. 

Presidential special assistant 
for disarmament, Harold E. 
Stassen, now in London as 
United States delegate at the 
meeting of the United Nations 
disarmament subcommittee, is 
reported to favor a temporary 
bar on nuclear testing as part 
of a first step toward a com- 
prehensive agreement on dis- 
armament. 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles supports the military 
and Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion position, while the Presi- 
dent appears to favor the Stas- 
sen approach, Stassen favors 
getting some sort of first-step 
agreement which would be so 
limited in its nature that if the 
inspection and control system 
proves ineffective or the Rus- 
sians act in bad faith the United 
States would be able to with- 
draw without having seriously 
damaged its security position. 

Fumble by Eisenhower. 

At his press conference 
Thursday, the President fum- 
bled his lines to such a degree 
that White House Press Secre- 
tary James E. Hagerty had to 
put out a statement immediate- 
ly after indicating that the 
President did not mean what 
he said. 

The President clearly indi- 
cated that he would be willing 
to agree to a temporary halt of 
atomic tests on the condition 
that a suitable inspection and 
control system was also estab- 
lished. sd 

Hagerty’s clarification state 
Pe yg President did not 
imply and it was not intended 
to imply that we would consider 
suspension of tests in isolation 
from other arms control con- 
siderations. 

Previous United States polli- 
cy, which Hagerty said had not 
been changed, tied suspension 
of tests to stopping production 
of nuclear weapons. If the 
United States —_— to this 

licy, and the Pentagon goes 
cent with it, there is small 
chance of reaching an agree- 
ment to halt nuclear tests. 

The United States probably 
has 10 times as much fission- 
able material manufactured 
and stockpiled in weapons as 
the Soviet Union. If the manu- 
facture of nuclear weapons 
were stopped, we should re- 
tain this advantage. The Soviet 
leaders know this just as well 
as our military officials and 
are unlikely to consent to what 
to them, would seem a one-

Stand Still Unclear. 
There is considerable belief 
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in Washington, chat 
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should not be told what weap- 
ons or what size weapons should 
or should not be tested, only 
the contamination they are per- 
mitted to release. 

From the military point of 
view, it is possible to continue 
development of nuclear weap- 
ons—and they are still in their 
infancy and in a state of rapid 
transition—without concurrent 
testing. 

Libby emphasized the impor- 
tance of testing warheads for 
new defensive weapons. “We 
require new weapons of smaller 
size,” he stated, “capable of 
withstanding extreme condi- 
tions, instantly ready and tai- 
lored to give the desired 
effect. These 
are particularly important and 
stringent in the case of weap- 
ons for defense of our nation 
and our forces against enemy 
attack. Generally, at present, 
each new weapon. delivery 
system requires a new or modi- 
fied warhead of design.” 

What he referred to here was 
the numerous anti - aircraft 
guided missiles and the air-to- 
air guided missiles that will be 
equipped with small atomic 
warheads and ultimately should 
make air defense almost 100 
per cent perfect. The Army has 
four such missiles, the Air 
Force three or four and the 
Navy four or five. 

Some of these warheads are 
being tested statically in Nevada 
at the present time. “There is 
no substitute,” Libby § said, 
“for testing to determine the 
reliability of a weapon conven- 
tion or atomic. To cut off tests, 
therefore, means the cutting off 
of the introduction of improved 
nuclear weapons systems.” 

But a static test is only a 
beginning. They also must be 
tested’ under actual service 
conditions. 

Bar to Safety Efforts. 

It also would mean, Libby 
declared, “the cutting off of 
attempts to achieve further 
improved designs — designs 
which would lessen still further 
radioactive contamination from 
detonations, designs to make 
efficient use of materials, de- 
signs which could function 
under the extremes that they 
would be called upon to face.” 

If the United States had not 
tested its “clean” hydrogen 
bomb at Bikini last year it 
would not have known whether 
the device, which, although 
equivalent in energy release to 
about 10,000,000 tons of TNT, 
spread no more contamination 
that the small bombs tested in 
Nevada, would work. We could 
only have stockpiled “dirty” 
bombs that we knew would 
work but which in war might 
be equally dangerous to friend 
and foe if the air currents s0 
decreed. 


The British hydrogen bomb 
tests show that they have de- 
veloped an even “cleaner” bomb 
than the one the United States 
exploded last year. Stopping 
tests would stop our efforts in 
this direction. 

The strontium 90 fallout, the 
most dangerous and long-lived 
radioactive product, other than 
heavy local fallout from ground 
bursts, is a product of atomic 
fission. It is not produced in 
thermonuclear fusion. 

The small atom bombs pro- 
duce strontium 90. The big 
dirty bombs have a fission bomb 
as a trigger for the thermonu- 
clear explosion, which in turn 
releases free neutrons that fis- 
sion the case of natural uranium. 

‘Clean’ Bomb Within Sight, 

Our “clean” bombs use a 
fission bomb as a trigger but do 
not have the case of uranium. 
Scientists believe now that it is 
possible to produce enough 
heat by electronic means to set 
off a thermonuclear reaction 
without the use of the fission 
bomb trigger. This would make 
an absolutely clean bomb, ex- 
cept for short-lived gamma ra- 
diation in its immediate vi- 
cinity. 

To stop testing would prevent 
the development of such a 
weapon, admittedly desirable if 
a nuclear war is ever fought, 
for a war fought today with the 
“dirty” bombs in the world’s 
stockpiles might raise the radia- 
tion hazard to a degree that 
would affect all mankind. 

There is also a very large 
amount of testing to be done 
with finished weapons, such as 
antiaircraft and ballistic mis- 
siles actually carrying atomic 
warheads. There can*be no as- 
surance, military officials main- 
tain, except the actual test of 
the complete weapons system 
under field conditions to make 
sure that it can be relied upon 
in emergency. 

The argument in favor of a 
temporary suspension of tests, 
for one year, is that this would 
be a first step toward Barring 
nuclear weapons entirely. The 
year would provide a test pe- 
riod for the inspection system 
and the Soviet Union’s good 
faith.

Senate OK of - Bill 
Sharpens Weapons 
of Federal Power 
Advocates.

WASHINGTON, June 22. 


ENATE PASSAGE of legis- 

lation authorizing construc- 

tion of a’ high federal dam 
in the Hell’s Canyon reach of 
the Snake river makes virtually 
certain that the controversy 
over public versus private power 
will be a major issue in the con- 
gressional elections next year. 

Advocates of the federal dam 
engineered a surprising 45-to-38 
victory in the Senate yesterday. 
Seven Senators—five Southern 
Democrats and two Republicans 
—who voted against the legisla- 
tion when it was defeated 41 
to 51 last year, shifted their 
votes and came out in favor of 
the bill. 


Had the bill been defeated 
yesterday the chances of ever 
building the high dam would 
have been very slim indeed. As 
it is now, they are a trifle im- 
proved. In any event the de- 
bate would have continued, but 
passage of the bill has sharp- 
ened the weapons of public 
power supporters who will be 
battling for Senate and House 
seats and governorships in 1958, 

On Three Fronts. 


Senators gathering ammuni- 
tion for next year have been 
proceeding on three fronts. At 
the center of a sort of flying 
wedge has been the struggle to 
enact the Hell’s Canyon legisla- 
tion, which now moves from 
the Senate to a House commit- 
tee. On one arm of the wedge 
has been the Kefauver subcom- 
mittee investigation of the fast 
tax write-off certificates granted 
to the Idaho Power Co.: on the 
other has been the Magnuson 
committee hearing on the re- 
nomination of Federal Power 
Commission Chairfian Jerome 
K. Kuykendall to a second term. 


The three actions are part of 
a pattern. The ouctome in many 
respects is likely to be inconclu- 
sive, but fram all of them will 
emerge much grist for the cam- 
paign mill. A look at the actual 
status of the Hell’s Canyon proj- 
ect illustrates that the obstacles 
in the path of any practical ac- 
complishment need not inhibit 
public debate and the manufac- 
ture of political capital. 

The Hell’s Canyon multiple- 
Purpose development would be 
situated in perhaps the deepest 
gorge on the continent. The 
dam would be 722 feet high and 
would cost more than $300,000,- 
000. The project is strongly 
supported by those who advo- 
cate wise use of natural re- 
sources for the benefit of the 
public. 

Became Issue in 1953. 


The Hell’s Canyon conception 
became a political issue when, 
after the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration brought the power 
“partnership” power policy into 
being in 1953, the FPC issued 
licenses to the Idaho Power Co., 
a Maine corporation, to build 
three low dams in the same 
Hell’s Canyon reach of the 
Snake river on the Idaho-Ore- 
gon border that is the proposed 
site of the single dam. 

Issuance of the licenses was 
fought tooth and nail by advo- 
cates of the high dam until the 
Supreme Court affirmed the 
validity of the permits last 
April 1. Idaho Power is con- 
structing two of the dams, 
Brownlee and Oxbow; the third 
has not been started. 


During part of the time the 
high dam advocates have been 
battling, construction on the 
Brownlee and Oxbow dams has 
been in progress. The chances 
are this construction will con- 
tinue. A Federal Power Com- 
mission report states that at the 
end of March Idaho Power had 
put nearly $18,000,000 into the 
two dams. The company esti- 
mates its costs and firm com- 
mitments at much more than 
this. 

Target Date Dec. 31, 1958. 


The total cost of Brownlee 
and Oxbow is estimated at 
$103,000,000, and the company 
has declared its intent to fin- 
ish these dams by Dec. 31, 1958. 
Little Hell’s Canyon would cost 
some $30,000,000 more, but 
there is no construction sched- 
ule for it. 


The point here is that every 
day the Idaho Power Co. con- 
tinues to work at building the 
dams, the more it will cost the 
Government to build the high 
dam if that is ever done. Since 
the high dam would eliminate 
the low dams, the Government 
would have to pay Idaho Power 
for damages. The amount would 
have to be adjudicated in court; 
it would be the total sum the 
company had put into the dam 
projects..The payment to Idaho 
Power would be reflected in 
higher power costs for elec- 
tricity from the high dam. 
There is little in this situation 
likely to encourage Congress to 
go ahead with the high dam. 

The Hell’s Canyon legislation 
before Congress is an authori- 
zation measure. Appropriations 
would have to be fought for 
later. If the House should pass 
the measure that went through 
the Senate yesterday, a veto by 
President Eisenhower is almost 
a certainty. 

Overriding Doubtful. 
It is extremely doubtful that 
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Administration policy. This 
would not seem possible unless 
and until the Democrats elect 
a President in 1960. 


Public power advocates are 
aware, of course, of these road- 
blocks and detours, but the 
reason why the issue still will 
retain its appeal lies in feel- 
ings such as were expressed 
in the Senate last month my 
Senator James E. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana. 

‘Tragic Loss.’ 

Murray said: “Any develop- 
ment of such a great water re- 
source to less than its maxi- 
mum economic potential con- 
stitutes a tragic loss to our 
people and weakens the whole 
nation. This is true not only 
during the 50 years of the pay- 
out period, but for the whole 
life of the project, perhaps 
centuries. Some may find ways 
to salve their consciences for 
permitting such a crime against 
unborn generations, but I can- 
not and will not be a party 
to it. 


“This is the moral issue in 
the case of Hell’s Canyon, and 
the sooner the people’s repre- 
sentatives recognize this and 
stop discussing it as if it were 
merely a matter of public ver- 
'sus private power, the better 
the national welfare will be 
served. To ignore this is to be 
blinded by prejudice and prop- 
aganda, and to turn our backs 
on the basic fundamentals of 
what is right and what is 
wrong in the development of 
our God-given natural _re- 
sources.” 


The stinging comments of 
numerous Democratic Senators 
yesterday GQemonstrated that if 
the executives of Idaho Power 
thought surrender of their tax 
certificates would end their 
troubles they were sadly mis- 
taken. 


Things to Grow Hotter. 


Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, who has 


write-off controversy into an- 
other Dixon-Yates scandal, 
served notice that as far as his 
committee is concerned things 
are likely to grow hotter rather 
than to cool off. He continued 
to publicize the testimony that 
the write-offs will benefit the 
power company by $339,000,000 
over a period of 50 years and 
cost the Treasury $83,500,000, 
and he wondered why T. E. 
Roach, company president, was 
“so generous” in surrendering 
the certificates after testifying 
he owed it to Idaho Power 
stockholders to push the tax 
concession application. 


Kefauver posed a few ques- 
tions, the answers to which are 
not entirely clear. Noting that 
all he knew about the Idaho 
Power decision to return the 
certificates was what he read 
in the newspapers, he said that 
yesterday morning Rand Dixon, 
chief counsel for the subcom- 
mittee, called the ODM to ask 
if the certificates had been can- 
celled. He was told they had 
not been. 

“As a matter of fact,” said 
Kefauver, “under the law I 
don’t know how they can be 
cancelled. The option is with 
the holder, and the holder’s day 
of decision is not today, it is 
Jan. 1, 1959, when he makes out 
his tax return. 

“It’s nice to know that Mr. 
Roach wrote ODM Director 
Gordon Gray about this. But all 
Mr. Gray has, as I understand 
it, is the copy of the certificate. 
The official certificate is in the 
hands of the Internal Revenue 
Department, the people who 
collect the taxes. Mr. Roach 
wrote the wrong pen pal.” 

Charges Effort to Influence. 


Kefauver said that later yes- 
terday ODM announced it con- 
sidered the certificates with- 
drawn and the matter closed, 
but Kefauver said he could not 
find that ODM could legally 
take this course. He said 
Roach’s action would not be 
effective without approval of 
Idaho Power’s stockholders or 
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— Associated wi oto.

Executive Privilege. 


One of Kefauver’s main 
points developed at the hear- 
ings was that Gray invoked 
“executive privilege” in _  re- 
fusing to give the committee 
certain memoranda bearing on 
the decision to issue the certifi- 
cates last April. The certifi- 
cates permit the company to 
write off for tax purpose? in 
five years, rather than 50, about 
65 per cent of the $103,000,000. 
Gray’s refusal made possible 
charges of “secrecy” and “mys- 
tery.” 

Other questions raised at 
the hearing were whether any- 
one used inside information to 
make a “killing” in Idaho 
Power stock, whether the com- 
pany speeded-up a construction 
schedule to obtain the certifi- 
cates, whether members of the 
White House staff influenced 
the decision, why the certifi- 
cates were issued over the ob- 
jection of Secretary of the 
Interior Fred A. Seaton and 
why a regulated private utility 
should have a certificate. 


As to the Kuykendall angle, 
public power advocates took ad- 
vantage of two days of hearings 
before the Senate Commerce 
Committee headed by Senator 
Warren G. Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, this week to charge 
that the FPC chairman favored 
private power interests ‘in the 
Hell’s Canyon and Dixon-Yates 
disputes.

In 
these western states there are 
five Republican and _ three 
Democratic governors whose 
terms expire. 


The material being developed 
by congressional advocates of 
public power will provide a 
treasure house of arguments 
to be drawn on and used by 
political orators in the West 
and in other sections of the 
country where the issue can 
be employed to advantage. 

There have been indications 
that the Republicans are sen- 
sitive to the issue and that 
they would like very mutch to 
devise some means of nullify- 
ing it.

After World War II, the West- 
ern nations abandoned most of 
their colonial possessions in the 
East and permitted them to be- 
come independent nations. Of 
course, this represented a great 
step forward in their policy to- 
ward Asia. However, they retain 
their old mentality. While rec- 
ognizing the independence of 
their former colonies, they still 
try to hold on to their special 


economic rights there and care- 
lessly exhibit a superiority com- 
plex in cultural matters. 

This old mentality constitutes 
an obstacle in their policy in 
the East, and as a result, a 
fundamental solution of the 
contradiction between the East- 
ern and the Western nations 
has yet to be found. 

The Western nations regard 
poverty in the Eastern nations 
as a breeding ground for Com- 
munism and they use economic 
aid as a principal means of solv- 
ing the problem of nationalism 
in the East. The Russian Com- 
munists on their part make in- 
direct use of the Eastern peo- 
ples’ nationalism and do not 
seek to promote the growth of 


Communism directly; they util- 
ize the latter's nationalist ideas 
and sentiments and not just 
their low standard of living. Be- 
cause of this, economic aid from 
the Western nations cannot stop 
the spread of Communism in 
the East. | 
Help for Communism. 

This is especially true in the 
case of American economic aid 
to self-styled neutral countries. 
I can emphatically say that this 
kind of aid is tantamount to 
helping the spread of Commu- 
nist influence and the anti- 
American movement in these 


' countries. 


It is my belief that once the 
United States ceases her aid to 
these neutralist nations, the lat- 
ter will either be abandoned by 
Soviet Russia or, after being 
subjected to Soviet insults and 
coercions, will hurry to the side 
of the Western nations. me 

In the second place, the West- 


rather endure a low standard of | €Tn nations’ policy toward the 


Asian countries, including their 
demand that the latter effect 
political reforms and embrace 
democracy instead of Commu- 
nism is correct and irreproach- 
able. The Russian Communists 
in their policy toward the same 
countries hope to turn this 
movement of democratic politi- 
cal reforms into a class’ war. 
Thus the Western nations have 
inadvertently paved the way for 
the Russian Communists to em- 
ploy their “peaceful transforma- 
tion” tactic in the Eastern na- 
tions. 

In the third place, the stand- 
ard of living in the Eastern 
nations is lower than that in the 
West, but this does not neces- 
sarily mean a low cultural stand- 
ard. Often, the Western nations 
have assumed a superiority com- 
plex just because of their higher 
standard of living. This has 
caused resentment among the 
Eastern peoples who have al- 
ready felt the pressure of West- 
ern culture on their own na- 
tional life. 

In short, the growth of Com- 
munism in the East is not the 
natural result of the economic, 
political, and cultural “back- 
wardness” of the Eastern na- 
tions. Rather it is the outcome 
of the Russian Communists’ de- 
liberate efforts in infiltration, 
instigation, and their success in 
exploiting the conflicts between 
the nationalism of the East and 


the old colonialism of the West. -

Reading and Writing -

BEFORE YOU CLOSE that suitcase 
containing your choice of books for sum- 
mer reading let me tell you of a couple 
of items you may want to consider add- 
ing to it, one of which I can recommend 
with particularly strong enthusiasm. I 
bracket them together only because, while 
very different, they have some things in 
common; they come from England; they 
are representative of that variable and 
often elusive article, English humor; and 
they are both, in a sense, “inside jobs.” 
That is, they take one behind walls and 
into sanctums and reveal, in a light- 
hearted way, what goes on in places that 
Americans normally do not penetrate. 


I refer to a London book publishér’s 
office and to the stern and forbidding 
facade of one of those clubs which line 
Pall Mall and St, James’s Street. Given 
the right guide—and here I definitely 
don’t mean the most learned—both privi- 
leged sanctums are worth a visit by the 
American literary tourist. 


“Spring List” is a treat—a rippling, 
sparkling gay little comedy, which has 
the additional attraction of fitting as a 
volume very neatly into the pocket, It 
really is a “must” for the discriminating 
reader looking for light but sophisticated 
fare with which to while away a couple 
of hours. 


“IT WAS JUST about time, Arthur 
Lynsted decided, that something nice 
happened to him.” On that melancholy, 
despairing thought, which hits him while 
shaving, begins another day in the life 
of a man who is a director of the small 
but solid—some would say old-fashioned 
~house of Southease & Piddinghoe. 

Arthur is just full of self-pity this 
particular morning—largely engendered 
by the fact that his wife, Elizabeth, has 
just finished a new book which is likely 
to be as great a success as its immediate 
predecessor, which had been a Book So- 
ciety choice and a Book of the Month 
Club selection in America.

best-seller with his flashy and splashy 
rival, and in the course of the contest 
we meet several rare and delightful 
characters.

Nobody did 
more to bring it about than Lord Blow- 
bury, of Imperial Phosphates Ltd., rep- 
resentative of the generally undistin- 
guished club membership, who is suit- 
ably described as “the archtype of the 
little nobody who likes constantly to be 
assured that he is a little somebody.” 
Peter’s efforts were doomed to failure 
when his Lordship decided he wanted 
to be the club’s chairman. 

This is a first novel and Mr. Graham 
is clearly a writer of promise. But he 
should remember that satire alone, with 
little story or plot, is scarcely enough 
to hold the reader's interest through 240 
pages. 


America’s Gloomy Prophet 


Comprehensive Study of the Thought of Henry Adams

ALTHOUGH ATOMIC ENERGY 
has replaced the dynamo in the American 
imagination and the Virgin of Chartres 
has been obscured by towering mush- 
room clouds, interest in Henry Adams 
and his books steadily increases. J. C. 
Levenson’s study of the genesis of Ad- 
ams’s credo is an excellent supplement 
to Elizabeth Stevenson's fine biography 
of two years ago, 

Mr. Levenson spends little time on the 
events in Adams's life. Instead he ex- 
tracts the important ideas in the several 
books that emanated from the sceptical 
mind of a man who was certain that he 
Was witnessing the degradation of the 
democratic ideal which 100 years earlier 
had manifested itself so brilliantly. 

The despondent author of “The Edu- 
cation of Henry Adams,” which headed 
best seller lists in 1918 and 1919, and 
the nostalgic ambassador to twelfth cen- 


-tiry France in “Mont-Saint-Michel and 


“Chartres” is the aging intellect readers 
know best. To Mr. Levenson the more 
interesting Adams is the historian writ- 
ing in the 1870s and 1880s. 

Following biographical studies of John 
‘Randolph, Virginia conservative, and Al- 
“bert Gallatin, Secretary of the Treasury 
from 1801-1813, and reflecting his inter- 
est in social and cultural forces at work 
in the United States, came a history 
comparable to Gibbon’s “Decline and 
Fall.” In the nine volumes of “The His- 
tory of the United States of America 
During the Administration of Thomas 
Jefferson and James Madison” is the 
labor of a famous Harvard professor and 
indefatigable archivist whose wit, inde- 
pendence and insight culled thousands 
of documents. 

TO ADAMS, the historian, politics 
‘was less important than economics, the 
hero less important that Robert Fulton's

democracy over conservatism. The his- 


' torian who wanted to make history scien- 


tific, as Mr. Levenson shows, drew heav- 
fly on the language of dynamics, Dar- 
winian biology, and Comtean sociology.” 

His sad conclusion upon publishing in 
-2890 his great work was that the earlier 
“pattern of democracy was no more; poli- 
tics of the 1880s as revealed in his two 


_movels, “Democracy” and “Esther,” illus-

trated the degradation of American 
ideals. His growing determinism moved 
him to write in 1884 that “in another 
generation psychology, physiology, and 
history will join in proving man to have 
as fixed and necessary development as 
that of a tree; and almost as uncon- 
scious.” 

Although at his best in his analysis of 
Adams the historian, Mr. Levenson’s ac- 
count of “Mont-Saint-Michel and Char- 
tres” avoids repeating what everyone 
else has said and approaches the book 
unburdened by cliches. Adams's survey 
of French medieval culture was to pro-

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vide a bridge between us and our ances- 
tors, for he felt that “the Middle Ages 
present a picture that has somehow to 
be brought into relation with ourselves.” 

To find the poetry in the dead stones 
of the cathedrals, he first had “to con- 
ceive of history as tragedy.” His study 
of American history and the contempo- 
rary world convinced Adams that there 
was little reason to be hopeful. He ac- 
cepted the second law of thermodynam- 
ics and believed that entropy applied not 
only to the universe but to man’s efforts 
and energy as well. 


IN CONTRAST with the unity and 
coherence of the twelfth century, Adams 
found that by 1900 society and religion 
no longer provided sanctions for individ- 
ual conduct; man had to supply his own. 
“The Education” is in part an examina- 
tion of this moral problem. For the de- 
voted worshipers of the Virgin of Char- 
tres this dile did not exist. To com- 
pare “The Education” with "Mont-Saint- 
Michel and Chartres” is not only to com- 
pare the dynamo with the Virgin, but 
also to compare drift with aspiration, 
doubt with the reality of faith, and the 
multiplicity of technocracy with the 
unity of the universe. 


The inadequacies of Adams’s response 
to the twentieth century Mr. Levenson 
accepts with less generosity than he 
does the historian’s ironic but sympa- 
thetic analysis of the values of the medi- 
eval panorama, If in youth Adams’s aim 
had been to control power in some way 
(and not succeeding except in his histori- 
cal studies which he felt no one read 
anyway), his desire in old age was to re- 
spond with intelligence to the powers 
that guided the world. To Adams “the 
ultimate intellectual crime was ignor- 
ance of mortality.” For him God did not 
exist in the world of the present, al- 
though Mr. Levenson feels that perhaps 
“God existed for him in the realms of 
essence and historical existence.” 


ADAMS’S INTELLECTUAL pride 
and “unattractive posturings in old age” 
Mr. Levenson condemns with ample cita- 
tion of his quirks and quiddities. His 
dogmatism increased with his cynicism. 
His gloominess annoyed the optimistic 
William James; his anti-Semitism made 
him a vocal anti-Dreyfusard, However 
much we might agree with Mr. Levenson 
that Adams’s gloom and despair were not 
warranted by the events of 1890-1917, 
the year he died, would we find it easy 
today to dismiss him if he were here to 
voice his despair? 

T. S. Eliot's 1918 review of “The

“THE ROAD TO MONTE 
CRISTO” stops just short of 
its destination. Only in the last 
pages does it explain why 
Alexandre Dumas _ stopped 
writing plays and turned to 
writing novels. There are 
only the briefest references to 
the novels upon which Du- 
mas’s present-day fame rests. 
These slights and omissions 
are disappointing and totally 
irremediable because Dumas 
himself deliberately omitted 
mentioning many matters 
which today we would be in- 
terested to hear him comment 
upon. 

In condensing Dumas’s mul- 
ti-volumed memoirs covering 
his first 30 years, Mr. Good- 
man has done everything pos- 
sible to focus attention upon 
Dumas the man and Dumas 
the writer. The result is a 
stiff shot of Dumas which 
goes right to the head in a 
most pleasurable way. 

Dumas had an infinite ca- 
pacity for living. His mem- 
oirs, thanks in part to Mr. 
Goodman’s skillful cutting, 
reveal his limitless energy, 
his good humor and vibrant 
patriotism, and his phenom- 
enal ability to produce good 
literature within mere weeks, 


days, and—sometimes—hours. 

Possibly because he liked 
to talk and possibly because 
he was paid by the line, Du- 
mas padded his memoirs with 
much that must have been 
boring even to his contempo- 
raries.

Much of the basic material” 


in “Man Into Space” on satel- 
lite rockets, space stations, 
and space mirrors is familiar 
from other popular sources 
such as the series of Collier's 
articles by Dr. Wehner von 
Braun. Other concepts such as 
the electric space ship and 
the use of ion beams and 
light pressure as space drives 
have not, to my knowledge, 
been explored before in the 
general popular media. For 
the serious student, Oberth 
has appended a 57-page math- 
ematical index which, in spite 
of several ambiguities of no- 
tation which, I suspect, may 
be blamed on proofreading 
errors, offers thorough theo- 
retical justification for his 
ideas. 


WHILE ONE MAY quar- 
rel with the practicality of 
Oberth’s cumbersome space- 
suit design (why risk the en- 
gineering weaknesses of an 
enclosure with arms and legs 
when legs are of doubtful 
value in free fall and encased 
arms would be restricted in 
mobility?) or his maon car 
(which is monopedal and ca- 
pable of leaping moon crev- 
ices), one cannot help but 
admire the virtuosity of his 
imagination and the thor- 
oughness with which he ex- 
plores the engineering prob- 
lems likely to be encountered 
in space flight. 

“Man Into Space” {fs a de- 
tailed review of the ideas 
developed by Oberth in the 
past 24 years as a rocket 
scientist with the Nazi V-2 
project, the Italian Admiralty, 
and most recently with the 
Army missile project at Red- 
stone Arsenal, Ala. More than 
this, however, “Man Into 
Space” presents a fascinating 
insight into the mind of a 
dedicated scientist, a man 
part poet and dreamer, part 
practical, even amoral realist. 


DISCUSSING the use of 
animals to test the dangers 
men may encounter in outer 
space, he writes: “The time 
of decision should not be put 
off by making fussy experi- 
ments with unfortunate ani- 
mals.” “In my opinion many 
things would be morally jus- 
tified if they contributed to 
making the world nobler, bet- 
ter, or more beautiful.” “I 
myself would be willing to be 
the first to make such a trip, 
even if the chance of return- 
ing were only 50-50.” 
Scattered throughout the 
book are other evidences of 
this dedication to a dream he 
now sees about to be realized

BEYOND THESE accom- 
plishments, Oberth sees the 
day of interplanetary and even 
interstellar flight and vast 
colonization efforts.

This is the 
goal: 

“To make available for life 
every place where life is pos- 
sible.

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Problem of Materials in Art

IN RECENT MONTHS there have

Some of the most forthright state- 
ts by an art authority on this sub- 
ject have been made by Dean Allen S. 
Weller of the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Fine and Applied Arts. 

“THE FUGITIVE TECHNIQUE of 
much modern painting is a real cause 
for concern,” Weller wrote in the cata- 
logue of the university's recent exhibi- 
tion of contemporary painting and sculp 
ture. “We are all familiar with recent 
paintings executed on improperly pre- 
pared surfaces, with resultant deteriora- 
tion. There are far too many examples 
of physical changes as the result of in- 
compatible materials. There has been a 
conscious neglect of satisfactory techni- 
cal processes.” 

In a review, published in Arts maga- 
zine in February, of a Franz Kline work 
exhibited in Chicago, Weller said: 

“Kline has created and brought to 
stylistic maturity a powerful handwriting 
which has positive meaning for our 
times. Yet I am deeply disturbed by the 
actual fragility of his painting. It is in- 
deed ironical that a style which places 
the ultimate emphasis on almost brute 
strength, on a real visual and mental 
smash, should be executed in a tech- 
nique which gives every evidence of 
being completely fugitive. 

“The surface of the present work pre- 
sents paint areas which are deeply 
cracked in a number of ways, and in 
several places small portions of the sur- 
face have already chipped away. It seems 
to me it is sheer romanticism to embody 
significant and (in this case) powerful 
statements in material form which ap- 
pears destined to self-destruction. I can 
understand giving an important prize to 
such a work; but if I were a museum 
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director, I would think a long time about 
purchasing a painting which has weath- 
ered its first three years of material 
existence so shakily. I wonder if juries 
should not pay attention to physical con- 
dition as well as to style and content.” 


THE REASON THAT these obvi- 
ous indications of ignored technique pro- 
duce mixed emotions is that although 
they bring up serious problems for the 
collector or curator, they are aspects of 
legitimate art. 

What, asks the American action paint- 
er—who is currently in the vanguard 
position—has permanency to do with the 
authenticity of the artist’s inspiration? 
Of his oneness with human experience? 
Of his vision expressed in paint? And 
why make such a virtue of permanency 
at the very time that our civilization 
seems intent on reducing itself to wind- 
blown radioactive dust? 

The action painter might be said to 
regard his canvas as an arena or a stage, 
where he is the fascinated observer of 
his own gesticulations. Some of the prod- 
ducts of this spontaneous sort of paint- 
ing have been termed “apocalyptic wall- 
paper” and “signed convulsions,” but 
terms equally biting have been applied 
to works now securely within the fold of 
accepted and treasured art. The point at 
issue is not whether action painting is

here to stay, but whether posterity is to 
be frustrated by being deprived of the 
last word on the paintings themselves. 


THE AVANT GARDE position is 
traditionally one at odds with tradition, 
and even with itself. The Dada era of 
wonderful nonsense and the early cubist 
experiments with collages of pasted-up 
newspaper clippings, cigar bands and 
other odds and ends produced fairly per- 
ishable works, but they did serve as ave- 
nues to new outlooks. 

Modern painters often experiment with 
unorthodox materials, Franz Kline, who 
usually works only in black and white, 
often uses house paint; Picasso récently 
mentioned that he is trying boat paint. 
These materials tend to get brittle, in- 
stead of forming the tough, leathery film 
that artists’ colors do when properly ap- 
plied over properly sized and primed 
canvas. If priming paint is not used, and 
some artists refuse to be bothered, the 
canvas absorbs oil and vehicle that should 
be deposited on its surface; fairly soon, 
the canvas will rot and the paint flake 
off as a result, but the painter may dis- 
cover something about painting—or him- 
self—that he considers worth while. 


IN HIS PENETRATING essay, 
“The Dehumanization of Art,” the late 
Spanish philosopher Jose Ortega y Gas- 
set suggested that to the younger gen- 
eration art is a thing of no consequence 
—a statement that he finds shocking but 
inescapable. 

The new art, he says, ridicules art 
itself. 

“And why be scandalized at this? Art 
has never shown more clearly its magic 
gift than in this flout at itself. Thanks 
to this suicidal gesture art continues to 
be art, its self-negation miraculously 
bringing about its preservation and tri- 
umph, 

“I doubt that any young person of our 
time can be impressed by a poem, a 
painting, or a piece of music that is not 
flavored with a dash of irony. ... In the 
beginning of the last century a group of 
German romanticists . . . pronounced 
irony the foremost esthetic category. 
... Art has no right to exist if, content 
to reproduce reality, it uselessly dupli- 
cates it.... Being an artist ‘means ceas- 
ing to take seriously that very serious 
person We are when we are not an 
artist.” 

We have to accept the fact that artists 
paint the way they paint, but it is 
only reasonable that the purchaser of 
a painting be informed whether the work 
has a normal life expectancy, if that 
point is important to him. 


Notes for a New ‘Grand Design’ 


Architect Predicts Return to Classic Tradition 


By HENRY HOPE REED JR. 


THE ARCHITECTURE that we 
know as “Modern”—the scrubbed and 
unadorned structures of glass and steel 
—has, I believe, run its course. Its 
triumph has never been as complete as 
its devotees would have us believe. 
Large sections of the public have never 
been won over to it, and now its novelty 
and shock value, despite the arguments 
of its protagonists about function, util- 
ity, and economy, have begun to wear 
thin. We are, I am convinced, going to 
see the emergence of a new architec- 
ture, better suited to our temperament, 
an architecture of plenty not of scarcity, 
conceived in the grand manner. 


Modern has been with us for a long 
time now, more than 30 years, and since 
the second world war an architecture 
which properly belonged to the mood 
of the 1930's has sprung up like so many 
identical glass boxes along our city 
streets. As a style it palls and the archi- 
tects who now call themselves Modern 
will come to see their work derided and 
replaced. 


THERE WILL, of course, be high 
blood pressure over the change. The 
rebels of yesteryear are now as safely 
ensconced in the key positions in mu- 
seums, schools, architectural firms, and 
magazines as were the people they drove 
out, and they will not abdicate by 
choice, They have created an academy 
of their own, far more rigid and ortho- 
dox than the old classical academy. 
They have reinterpreted architectural 
history to fit their tastes, giving empha- 
sis to that part of our past which by 
their lights leads up to the Modern, and 
they are afraid of the masterpieces and 
monuments of other styles. 

Few architects are aware of who in 
the past has most influenced their work. 
Modern, which so many accept as new, 
is more than 80 years old and comes

line. He believed that they served as 
counterweights, though it has now been 
proved they did not, 

From his .false interpretation of 
Gothie structure Viollet-le-Duc reasoned 
that in all great architecture the form, 
the function and the structural methods 
dictated the design. He evolved from 
this a “dialectic” of construction, ruling 
out all false facades, all decoration un- 
related to structure, ornament for its 
own sake, and every embellishment in- 
tended solely to please the eye. His 
designs, logically conceived from the 
point of view of construction and of the 
new materials of the 1860s—that is, glass 
and iron—were as original as they were 
ugly. But ugliness did not matter, for 
originality was his aim. 


HENRY VAN BRUN@T, an Amer- 
ican architect who translated the first 
volume of Viollet-le-Duc’s “Discourses” 
in 1875, gives the best explanation by 
far for the appeal of his theories. “It 
will be observed as a characteristic of 
his argument,” wrote Van Brunt, “and 
as a reassuring fact to the professiorial 
reader, that at every step the allure- 
ments of mere so irresistible

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the work and theorizing of men such as 
Gropius, Le Corbusier, and Saarinen.

If a change in taste is inevitable (and 
there is nothing static about taste), what 
then is the future of our architecture? 
Will it continue to be a shadow of 
Viollet-de-Duc, of “organic,” “func- 
tional,” “non-objective,” or “rational’’? 
Will it go on imitating itself? Or will it, 
as I believe it must, return to the clas- 
sical tradition and carry it forward? 


Every generation that has looked to 
the classical tradition—which draws on 
the Greco-Roman styles with their 
orders and ornaments, their frescoes 
and sculptures, and their symmetries— 
has given it a new interpretation and a 
new life. Another generation will call 
forth a new classical style much as the

The origin of the term Fla- 
menco seems to be undeter- 
mined. E. Fernandez Arbos, 
the Spanish conductor, once 
told me that it was brought 
back to Spain by Spanish sol- 
diers who had occupied The 
Netherlands as a descriptive 
term for the Rubens-like 
Dutch girls they had encoun- 
tered. In the course of time 
it was applied to all kinds of 
exciting phenomena, includ- 
ing women, of course. So “Que 
Flamenco!” became an excla- 
mation roughly equivalent to 
our “That's terrific!” 


Regardless of the terminok 
ogy used to describe it, the 
Flamenco song is usually com- 
posed of a basic melody fol- 
lowing a four or five note 
minor scale to which the 


' singer adds numerous efmbel- 


lishments of a florid char- 
acter. The present anthology 
contains many varieties: the 
“Cante Jondo” or deep song 
dealing with love's anguish or 
the deaths of heroes, the 
“Cante Chico” which is light 
and gay, work songs, muleteer 
songs, and songs to go with 
dancing. The performing art- 
ists are cantaores such as 
Jose Melendez and Rafael Ro- 
mero, men who are thorough- 
ly schooled in a centuries-old 
tradition. 


NON-SPANIARDS who 
have not studied this litera- 
ture may fail to note any im- 
portant differences in the 
various kinds of Flamenco. 
Similarly, a Spaniard new to 
American jazz might have 
trouble in distinguishing Dix- 
jeland from Progressive. The 
vocal quality of the singers 
may also be disconcerting to 
the unindoctrinated listener;

The focused on a 
change order under which 
wooden doors were substituted 
for steel doors in the building. 

State’s attorney John J. 
Hoban said the indictment 
charged Barmann was remiss 
in his duties by failing to ac- 
guaint himself with plans and 
specifications for the new high 
school, with the result that he 
initiated the change from steel 
to wooden doors. 

The change was said to have 
increased the buildings cost by 
about $68,000. In its report to 
Circuit Judge Quinten L. 
Spivey Friday, the outgoing 
grand jury said it had received 
a “shocking” lack of co-opera- 
tion from witnesses questioned 
concerning the change in speci- 
fications. 

“We condemn most strongly 
the refusal of the contractors 
and the Board (of Education) 
to make public the figures in- 
volved in the high school con- 
struction,” the grand jury said. 
Continuation of the inquiry was 
recommended.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 22 
—Bill Stewart, playing his home 
course as if he owned it and his 
No. 9 iron as if he invented it, 
today amazingly knocked off 
Jim Tom Blair on the thirty- 
ninth hole to capture the Mis- 
souri Amateur golf champion- 
ship. 

It was the longest final match 
on recerd for the 50 years of 
the State Amateur. Stewart, a 
86-year-old bedspring salesman, 
father of three and self- 
described “poor man,” shot five 
straight birdies when he had to 
have them to defeat the glam- 
our boy of Missouri's fairways. 

Jim Tom, 25-year-old son of 
Missouri’s governor, a_ shot- 
maker on a par with profes- 
sionals, was gunning for his 
third State title in his last five 
starts. But he couldn’t contain 
the slouching 6-foot-2 Stewart. 

With all the local knowledge 
of Hickory Hills at his com- 
mand, Stewart won the last two 
holes of the regulation distance 
with birdies, stayed even with 
birdies on the first two extra 
holes; then carefully lined up 
an across-the-green 30-foot putt 
at the par 3 No. 3 hole.

He stroked the ball with con- 
fidence and the long puté that 
broke two feet to get into the 
hole all but destroyed Blair’s 
chances as Jim Tom then at- 
tempted a 15-footer from the 
right side and missed. 

. whe had won. this 
tournament in 1952 and 1955, 
shot the afternoon round in 
six-under-par 66, a match-play 
medal which was the best any- 
body has shot the 6300-yard 
Hickory ‘Hills course ‘since it

He has been playing in the 
state tournament the last seven 
years, has been a quarterfinalist 
once, a semifinalist once and a 
champion twice. His second win 
topped the distance record for 
a State final, the only longer 
one in state records ’ being 
Jimmy Manion’s 38-hole victory 
over Clarence Wolff at West- 
wood Country Club, St. Louis, 
in 1926. 

For today Stewart was 10 
under par. Blair, who had been 
medalist with a 68,-also was 10 
under. In the afternoon Blair’s 
putter scored time and again 
but it wasn’t equal to the task 
given it by Stewart's mallet at 
the finish. 

An athlete in his college 
years at Southwest Missouri 
State, Stewart always has been 
a fine competitor. But his golf 
game is made up of more of 
competitive fire than extraordi- 


nary shotmaking, unless he’s 
within a nine-iron shot of the 
green.

Running the Rapids 
In Aluminum Canoe

IKE its parent stream, Jacks Fork depends largely upon 

springs for its water supply. Six of these have enough 

flow to be listed in “The Large Springs of Missouri,” 
published by the Geologic Survey; while Alley Springs near 
, Eminence is fourth largest 
on Current river watershed 
with a flow of 80,000,000 
gallons a day. Jacks Fork 
also has the largest of five 
known “ebb and flow” 
springs in the Ozarks; 
springs with a periodic 
fluctuation probably caused 
by siphon-formations in 
the rock which flush when 
the water reaches a certain 
underground level every 
few hours. The larger 
springs here, as through- 
out Current river valley, 
originate in the Eminence 
limestone formation which 
dates back 400,000,000 
years to early Ordovician 
times. 

On our recent trip we 
spent the first afternoon running Jacks Fork from Buck 
Hollow to Blue Spring, a short float but erfough to try out 
our new equipment and get Tiger used to riding the canoe. 
Ginnie manned the bow with her fly rod and I took the 
stern-paddle, with camera and casting rod handy. With no 
load except creel, tackle-box and a small icebox, the alum- 
inum canoe rode lightly atop the current, while the little 
Johnson motor fixed to the stern and tilted out of the way 
proved no handicap whatever to downstream navigation.

As I have said, Jacks Fork valley is narrow; shut 
in on one side by the forest and on the other by a suc- 
cession of picturesque limestone bluffs that come down 
sheer into the water. With the stream running flush, 
there was a steady current through the pools, while 
rapids followed each other in endless succession. Unlike 
the Current where chutes are often snag-filled, the ob- 
stacles here are boulders with ragged edges which | 
sometimes rear their heads above the stream but 
oftener hide beneath a swirl of white foam.

@ WHEN WE CAME TO A DRAG-LINE dredging road 
gravel trom the river, I missed the outlet of Blue Springs 
where it issues from the base of a high bluff and we went 
shooting down the next rapid and were a mile on our way 
before I realized we had passed our destination. And here 
the little motor really proved its worth, pushing the canoe 
back upstream against a current I cowld not possibly have 
negotiated otherwise. We climbed to a rock house high 
above the river to get located—and here made the 
acquajntance of the Browns, who had moved to Jacks Fork 
several years ago from St. Louis with their large family of 
attractive youngsters. After a short visit we settled down 
on the river bank to wait for our car which arrived, driven 
’ by Aldena, our hostess at camp. Back at the cottage we were 
soon enjoying a toddy and broiling our steak to the sym- 
phonie accompaniment of the very mournful peewee and a 
half-dozen wood thrushes.

We didn’t hurry, next morning, but at about 7 
e’clock Verne Campbell drove us the dozen or so miles 
up to “The Forks,” which would give us a float that 
would bring us back te Cardinal Acres in late after- 
noon, There was less water here than at Buck Hollow, 
but enough te carry the canoe; and we set in with the 
assurance that we would paddle downstream all day 
without seeing a human soul. Moreover, if the bass hap- 
pened to be hungry, there was an excellent chance for a 
good catch.

@ RUNNING A BOAT down this stretch of Jacks Fork is 
never child’s play and if there had been three inches less 
water we would have walked a good part of the way, 
“dragging our canoe behind us,” as old Frank Morgan used 
to say in the days before television. As it was, there were 
many sharp bends where rapids plunged abruptly downward 
beneath low-leaning trees to end up against huge boulders. 
But the technique here is to step out at the top with a tight 


hold on the stern-rope, swing the canoe past the obstruc- 
tion, step in again and paddle like mad. At noon we holed 
up in the shade for a swim and luncheon, then lay back to 
watch a dozen turkey vultures riding an updraft above the 
valley, There is no doubt they do this for sport, since 
vultures come from every direction to join the fun. 

Several times we started the motor to retrace our way 
and fish a likely stretch a second time. I kept busy un- 
hooking Ginnie’s panfish and returning them to the water, 
but now and then we tied into a keeping-size bass or black 
perch. In Texas county where the range is closed, gravel 
erosion seems:less serious; but in Shannon county the ef- 
fect of livestock grazing on the stream becomes noticeable. 
It was past 5 o’clock when we found an old fellow bank- 
fishing and knew we were nearing our destination. But the 
river had a last surprise in store, for we rounded a bend to 
face a half-mile of boulder-strewn rapids that we couldn't 
run. Walking the canoe down by rope, in fact, was a touchy 
business and we finally reached a “point of no return” 
where there was nothing to do but step aboard and paddle. 
Aside from bouncing resoundingly from several boulders, 
which Tiger didn't enjoy, no harm was done. 

As I unloaded our gear at camp in the dusk, two 
aluminum canoes came round the bend, heading down-

F there’s a trend of any sort in the past season and 

the outlook for the next one, it is toward shows that 

don’t require very much of the home audience. By that 
I mean, the popular shows of the last season and the ones

very much and don’t even 
require you to pay very 
close attention. 

Take Perry Como as & 
particularly conspicuous 
example of this trend. The 
show opens with Como 
singing, usually with a 
group. You don’t have to 
catch the opening. You 
can tune in 15 minutes 
late without really missing 
anything crucial except the 
beginning of the running 
gag which evéry musical 
show has bullt into it 
these days. Como is re- 
laxed to the point of tor- 
por and this has proved 
highly salable—if you be- 
lieve ratings.

watches. It is a home audience. It is small— 
from one to three people—and it is only half com- 
mitted to the screen. In the theater or at the 
movies, there is nothing else to do. Once you get 
there it would take a very bad movie or a very bad 
play to send you scurrying back home. Also, the 
audience itself imposes attention and by a sort of 
group catalytic action deepens your sense of par- 
ticipation.

WO SOLEMN-VISAGED Vermonters went fishing in an

ET’S STOP TALKING and tch-tching about the youth of our 
L land, and listen for a little while. Listen to a slip of a girl 
who says older folks have let life become too soft. Listen to 
a young man—a probable leader of the future—confidently 
predict his generation will profit by our mistakes and do a 
better job. Listen to a lad who sold a novel two years before 


he was old enough to vote. 


I've just finished listening to 
high school and college students 
from a dozen cities and towns. 
They range in age from 15 to 
21 and come from families in all 
economic brackets but the very 
rich and the very poor. As I 
listened I compared the young- 
sters with those I had met— 
first as a Student and later as 
a newsman—since.the late’20s. 

A popular goal before the 
1929 crash was to make a maxi- 
mum of money with a minimum 
of effort. That was replaced 
later by a grim determination 
to grab hold of life someplace— 
any place—and shake a living 
out of it. 

During the '20s, the interest 
of collegians was limited largely 
to their hometown, the college 
community and the area cov- 
ered by the school’s football 
schedule. Their successors, in 
the 30s, paid more heed to 
economic and related poiitical 
developments in this country. 
Their chances of getting a job 
were involved. 

The interests of the youth of 
today are as wide as the worid. 
They talk of the Middle-East or 
Red China in somewhat the 
same familiar way their dads 
speak of baseball. In either 


case, it’s a matter of common 
knowledge. 
But the most impressive 


thing about those I interviewed 
was that almost all of them 
know what they want to do, and 
many plan careers that will 
serve society. They want se- 
curity and jobs they will like. 
The reason is that, in this era 
of men like Jonas Salk and Al- 
bert Schweitzer, they seem to 
seek achievement and satisfac- 
tion rather than riches. That 
was best epitomized by the de- 
sign for living of a medical stu- 
dent: “A practice—plus re 
search,” 
a 

HE up-and-coming young- 
T sters worry about an atomic 

war. But, otherwise, they 
are assured, well equipped by 

ever-im proving facilities for 
learning, and ready to cope with 
the problems of the future. 

How, in a word, do they com- 
pare with the youth of 25 or 30 
years ago? In my notebook, 
they are superior. 

These youngsters don’t get 
into the news. They don’t steal 
cars, carry switch-blade knives 
or engage in gang fights, panty 
raids or public pining for Elvis 
Presley. They represent the 
unpublicized, and largely un- 
known, body of normal junior 
citizens. 

There's Jane Anderson, an 
effervescent girl of 17 with 
sandy hair and a sunny smile 
that reveals part of a front 
tooth is missing. 

“Life is too soft,” she said. 

She told how she had ob- 
served youngsters sitting in 
front of TV sets and riding te 
and from classes in cars, She 
was impressed about what she 
had heard about the toughened 
Russian Olympic athletes. 

“We should stress athletics 
more in this country to keep in 
good condition,” she said, 

Jane is in fine shape. She's 
president of the Girls Athletic 
Association at South Shore high 
school here. 

Another example is Kenneth 
Howard, 21, of Oak Park, Il. 
He's a Northwestern University 
senior who wants to be a city 
manager and already displays 
executive poise. He spoke, in 
a matter-of-fact way, about how 
his age group will handle the 
problems of the future. 

“tT think we'll do a better 
job,” he said, “because we'll 
benefit from the accumulation 
of knowledge and the mistakes 
of the people before us.” 

The people most qualified to 
compare present and previous 
crops of students are teachers 
and administratars who were in 
school in the '20s and ‘30s. 

Dr. William M. McGovern, 
who first joined the Northwest- 
ern faculty in 1929, reported 
that “on the whole the change 
has been an improvement.” 

“There is a higher intellec- 
tual level,” he said. “One rea- 
son is that it's harder toe get 
into college now.”

They came, to the Little Mera- 
mec river in Franklin county and 
followed it upstream until they 
arrived at a tiny community 
called Lone Dell, not far from 
St. Clair. It looked like the 
hills of Tennessee, where they 
had lived originally before they 
tried Alabama, so they stopped 


there. 


Lewis’s sole fortune in money 
consisted of $1. He bought seed 
with that. He built a log cabin, 
and borrowed a team of oxen 
and made a crop. And that’s 
how the Lewis family came to 
be established in Franklin 
county. 


Daniel had three sons and 
four daughters. The sons names 
were William Perry, Jim and 
Joshua. Of the daughters, one 
was named Thankful and one 
was named Jenny, but. the 
names of the other two have 
been lost in time. 


Old Daniel homesteaded a lot 
of land at 12% cents an acre. 
The years went by and the three 
boys grew up, and they home- 
steaded a lot of land too. Then 
the four daughters grew up 
and they married into the fami- 
lies of Nappier, Cole, Emons 
and Short. Those four families 
had also homesteaded a lot of 
acreage, and as people say 
around St. Clair, that just about 
did it, as far as that part of 
Franklin county was concerned. 
Between the Lewises and their 
in-laws, they owned just about 
everything for miles around. 

All the seven Lewis children 
had families. Their children 
had children and so on until by 
the time a hundred years had 
gone by there were so many of 
them, people said it was a 
hard thing to keep from being 
a Lewis, either by blood or mar- 
riage.

By the time 129 years had 
passed since Daniel Lewis ar- 
rived, and which happened to be 
this year, knew how 
many there were.

The church sits away off by 
itself about 10 miles from St.

Hanging from the limb of a 
tree in the cemetery was an 
ancient, yellowed photograph 
of William Perry Lewis and his 
wife, Miranda, there for any 
descendant to see what they 
looked like.

“Oh yes,” he said, “I remem- 
ber old William Perry and Aunt 
Mirandy well. He's the one 
who gave us this land, you 
know.

I've lived 
here all my life, and my father 
before me, and my grandfather. 
They were both named John, 
too, and they were both preach- 
ers.”

He looked around 
at the crowd around the church 
and the cemetery which, to- 
gether with those inside the 
church, he estimated at about 
550 people. “But shucks,” he 
said, “they ain’t half of them 
here.

Dewey and John strolled over 
to look at the tombstone of 
William Perry Lewis, which had 
fallen flat long ago and was 
broken in the middle. Beside it 
was a box asking for contribu- 
tians for a new stone. William 
Perry, the stone revealed, was 
born April 8, 1821, and died 
April 20, 1908. He had the 
largest family of the three 
brothers, and a fair majority of 
those at the reunion were his 
descendants. 


Dewey and John got to talk- 
ing about old times, and it de- 
veloped that Dewy had gone to 
school to John in a one-room 
school house. But time had long 
since closed the gap in their 
ages.

He was 
sitting under a big tree by a 
gravestone, holding court, so to 
speak, as cousins, nieces and 
nephews came to wish him well. 

“I was 88 last March,” Uncle 
Daniel said. “My mother was 
Mahala Lewis, one of William 
Perry Lewis's daughters, and a 
granddaughter of old Daniel, 
the original settler. I don’t re- 
member old Daniel, but I re- 
member William Perry well. A 
fine man. Well spoken of by 
everyone.” 

Daniel Arnold sat in the old 
cemetery and looked at the long 
row of sleek, two-toned auto- 
mobiles, and the REA power- 
lines which passed overhead, 
and thought about the past. 

There were Indians in those 
days, and one of his boyhood 
memories was of being sent by 
his father to plow up some 
ground for some friendly In- 
dians who lived nearby. His 
team dragged a single shovel, 
wooden mouldboard plow four 
miles there, and he plowed all 
morning. 

To show their gratitude, the 
Indians invited him to share 
their noon meal. They even 
had a special delicacy. It was 
cornbread with grasshoppers 
cooked in it. Since that was 
about all the meal consisted of, 
he went home pretty hungry. 


“There was nothing but woods 
and some cleared land for crops 
when I was a boy,” he recalled. 
“There was deer and wild tur- 
key, game of all kinds. We put 
in crops of corn and wheat and 
oats, and a lot of the people 
were still using oxen then. We 
had plenty to eat. We lived 
off what we raised and wild 
game. The womenfolks would 
spin the yarn, and weave cloth 
for shirts and pants. But we 
had to go to St. Louls to buy 
shoes. 

“That was a four-day trip, 
there and back in a wagon and 
team, and it was something to 
look forward to. We'd take a 
hogshead of tobacco and eggs, 
chickens, ducks and geese for 
trading. 


It was a real expedi- 
tion,”

OUNG folks today don't 
Y know what work is, Daniel 

allowed. In addition to such 
labor as plowing, he used to 
have to help make wagon 
wheels. First you machine cut 
a hub, then you bore holes for 
the spokes. Then you rive out 
and whittle the spokes nice and 
smooth. You dress the rim with 
a drawing knife and bore the 
holes and fit the spokes into the 
rim and the hub. It’s not hard 
if you know how. 

The service in the church 
was long and when noon came 
and went there was an air of 
restlessness, especially among 
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the children, who were eyeing 
the lunch baskets. 

Virgil Lewis, who runs the 
Lewis Cafe in St. Clair, and 
was general chairman of the 
affair, was rounding people up 
to get them to register. They 
had three long tables set up 
beside the road under the trees, 
a table for descendants of each 
of Ahe three brothers.

BOUT 12:20 the strains of

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Household Goods Buying 


By HUGH L. MORRIS 

WASHINGTON, D.C, (INS)— 
Americans spend 15 billion dol- 
lars a year for furniture, floor 
coverings, radio and television 
sets, appliances and various oth- 
er durable goods for the home. 

This is three times as much 
as they spent in 1929 in terms 
of dollars, ‘but it actually is a 
fractionally smaller percentage 
of disposable personal income 
(or what's left after taxes). 

Relative to income, home fur- 
nishing expenditures declined 
from 5.7 per cent in 1929 to 5.2 
per cent in 1956, with a low of 
2.6 per cent in 1944 and a high 
of 6.5 per cent in 1947.

REAKING SHARPLY from traditional concept, four 

B actors, playing in St. Louis, are attempting to 

bring a different form of theater into everyday 
contact with people. To do this they constantly im- 
provise, invite audience participation, employ spon- 
taneous originality in their presentation. 

The Compass Theater, so named because it takes 
so many directions, actually is a theater that lives on 
the ideas of its audience. It cannot exist otherwise. 
A member of the audience, for example, proposes an 
opening line and the actors build a scene upon it. 

e same may be done with a suggested closing line, 
general situation or particular prop. News stories, 
books, paintings or whimsical thoughts are equally 
productive as points of departures for scenes, which 
may run one minute or 20. The audience, in effect, 
helps write and direct—and sometimes requests 
changes in finished sketches. 

Once an idea is presented the players may im- 
provise immediately or retire for 15 minutes to rough 
out a plot. During this period the most effective style 
for the sketch also is decided. The decision be 
to present the sketch as pantomime, opera, spilled, 
classic drama or Punch and Judy. At times the play- 


ers may do the same scene in all of these styles. 

When the decision is made and the players are 
back on stage, the scene unfolds with dialogue com- 
posed on the spot, bred spontaneously from conflicts 
within the plot. Often one actor’s line will be the 
spark for a sudden new course of action. A close 
analogy is jazz in which musicians improvise vari- 
ations on a theme. 

A measure of the actors’ versatility is apparent 
in the number of scenes performed each evening— 
15 to 20 separate sketches in which the actors may 
play cauliflowers, goldfish, TV sets as well as ordi- 
nary and extraordinary human beings. 

Spontaneity and informality are the keystones to 
audience participation. Consequently Compass The- 
ater plays in the intimate atmosphere of a night club, 
the Crystal Palace at 3516 Olive street. Historically 
there is a firm tradition behind the cabaret setting. 
This theater drew its inspiration from groups of play- 
ers in Renaissance Italy and pre-Elizabethan Eng- 
land who strolled over the land and played wherever 
people gathered informally, usually in courtyards o 
inns. Compass Theater is the only improvization 
theater officially recognized by Actors Equity.

HE GOLDEN EAGLE NURSERY SCHOOL

She rules her charges 
with an iron hand. Peace and quiet come 
first. She condones the first two occurrences 
of mischief or inattention—for these, children 
may be banished to a “sorry chair’ for pun- 
ishment—but a third serious offense brings 
expulsion. 

Sessions start with the singing of nursery 


rhymes. This is followed by 30 minutes of 
drawing or painting. When the youngsters 
become restless, the class has a recess period, 
with refreshments and cookies. Sometimes 
there's a cookout, with hamburgers, hot dogs 
and peanut butter sandwiches. On such oc- 
casions, dogs, geese and other pets of the chil- 
dren cause a crisis by invading the nursery 
grounds. 

There are other problems—mostly boys. 
They don't sleep when told to. They shove 
girls, tear drawings and r to give proper 
attention.

Father’s brother Giovanni

When I think of my late father, Enrico Caruso, the 
most famous tenor in history, my thoughts often turn 
to his younger brother Giovanni, my Uncle John. 
Though different by nature — father was energetic 


= and dynamic, Uncle John rather less so — they be- 


came each other's alter ego. For in a very real sense, 
' as you will see, each was his brother’s keeper. Without 
my easy-going uncle, Father might never have become 
a singer. And without my ambitious father . . . 

Back in 1894 my father, then 21, was drafted 
into the Italian army. Having taken vocal lessons, he 
began to practice. The result? In the barracks he met 
with a shower of boots and tin cups. Next he tried the 
washroom. Then the Commandant sent for him. 

“What is that infernal screeching?” he demanded. 
“Another howl and into the guardhouse you go.” 

But Papa couldn't keep his mouth shut. The Com- 
mandant, who didn’t really want to lock him up, 
finally sent him daily to practice — out of earshot — 
at the home of a baron. A month later he sent for 
Papa again. 


“The baron says you have the makings of a singer. 
But you can’t be a singer and a soldier, too. So your 
brother Giovanni is going to take your place.” 

Father was astounded. When two brothers were 
near the same age, the younger could take the elder’s 
place. This, though, was rare. But Uncle John, in 
sympathy with his brother’s dream of a career, had vol- 
unteered. So Papa left to conquer the world of music. 

Uncle John? He went on to “conquer” the Abys- 
sinians in 1898, the Turks in 1912. Between wars, 
wearing the finest clothes, he led the life of Riley at 
cafes, nightly poker games, trips to Paris and Monte 
Carlo — all with the zest his brother's money could 
bring. Papa kept him well supplied. Uncle John never 
earned a day's pay at a civilian job in his life.

THE 6 MOST 
POWERFUL MEN 
IN THE WORLD 


by H. V. KALTENBORN 


... who, at 79, ranks as the dean of American news ana- 
lysts. Long familiar to radio,and television audiences, he 
still is active with NBC. In 60 years of journalism he has 
written millions of words, crisscrossed the globe, personally 
talked with most of the men he here discusses for PARADE. 


HO ARE THE most powerful men in the world 

YW ce An intriguing question, and worthy of 
real thought. Part of the answer lies in the 
meaning of the word power — and how it is used. 
For example, dictators like Generalissimo Franco 
of Spain or Colonel Nasser of Egypt exercise a closely 
limited kind of power. Pope Pius XII, head of the 
Roman Catholic Church, has a very different power 
— yet one both real and widespread. His moral influ- 
ence affects the thought and action of millions. Yet 
during World War II, when the name of the Pope 
was mentioned at a meeting of the Big Three Allied 
leaders, Russia's Josef Stalin put the cynical question: 
“How many divisions will the Pope contribute?” — 
as though military manpower were the sole criterion. 
When Dwight D. Eisenhower was head of NATO, 
he told me that three factors determined NATO's 
strength. One is the morale of the military force. 
Again, he believes that after the opening shock of any 


"modern war the industrial power which feeds the 


military machine may well prove the decisive factor. 
And the old military maxim of “getting there fustest 
with the mostest” reminds us that power must be in 
the right place at the right time. 

Nor is the mere possession of power enough. There 
must be the will to use it and the ability to supply it. 

At the same time, not every man who occupies a 
seat of power is necessarily a man of power. Many 
times in history it was not the monarch but his chief 
minister who took over and exercised the real power. 

With such considerations in mind, I submit the 
names of six men who, at this moment in history, exer- 
cise more power than any others that could be named. 


DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER, President of the United 
States. At 66, he has been elected and re-elected leader 
of the world’s most powerful country, enjoys wide 
popularity throughout the world. On top of his great 


military reputation, he brought to the White House 
an enormous personal prestige. 

The terms of the Constitution give our President 
much more power than is accorded to the Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain or the Premier of France. He 
cannot be ousted by the national legislature, except by 
impeachment. Congress has even given President 
Eisenhower special war-making powers not provided 
by the Constitution. 

In the Far East, it has voted him a free hand to de 
cide when aggressive actions of the Communist g0' 
ernment of China imperil the security of the island of 
Formosa and call for our military intervention. In the 
Middle East, Congress has agreed to let the President 
use our military forces to repel an armed Communist 
attack against any country that asks us to intervene. 
Further, Congress has turned over to the President the 
exclusive right to determine when and where atomic 
weapons may be used in the national defense. 
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NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV 


All these special powers supplement the President's 
normal constitutional prerogatives. He is the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of America’s military forces, and he 
controls our diplomatic action. He can influence pub- 
lic opinion through press conferences and talks over 
radio and television. No man in the world has greater 
personal power than Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

The fact remains that ours is a government of laws 
and not of men. Therefore he must — and does — 
exercise his power with restraint and discretion. 


NIKITA S. KHRUSHCHEV, chief of the Communist Party 
in the U.S.S.R. Though not Russia's top man in the 
“total” sense that Stalin was, he occupies the same 
position as Party leader and is the outstanding and 
most powerful member of the Kremlin Cabinet. This 


makes him, at 63, No. 1 in the world’s No. 2 country. ~ 


In Russia, all power is centralized in the executive 
group headed by Khrushchev. The Soviet Union par-

liamentary groups have no real legislative or restrain- 
ing power. The premier, foreign minister, defense 
minister and others have a certain amount of inde- 
pendent influence, but Khrushchev has emerged as 
the dominant government figure. 

It was he who delivered the anti-Stalin speech of 
February, 1956, charging his former boss with a 
variety of crimes. It was Khrushchev who recently an- 
nounced plans for decentralization of Soviet industry. 
It was he who led the Soviet delegation to Yugoslavia 
in the effort to work out a reconciliation with Marshal 
Tito. It is Khrushchev who gives the important inter- 
views to foreign journalists. 

Khrushchev headed last fall’s delegation to War- 
saw, which worked out the compromise under which 
Poland received a measure of local autonomy. He also 
led the delegation to Budapest, which decided on the 
ruthless use of Soviet military power to suppress the 
Hungarian revolution. , 


The keys to

. . » follows a policy that keeps him 
friendly to, and a possible mediator 
between, Communism and the West. 


TITO is absolute boss of a highly 
strategic nation ... has defied Mos- 
cow and modified Communism to his 
own country's needs .. . ably maintains 
his key position between two worlds. 


Obviously, Khrushchev knows how to be tough. 
With some reliance on his associates, he holds absolute 
power in a system that relies on secret police, censor- 
ship, brutal repression and slave-labor camps to retain 
its hold on a veritable empire—the Soviet Union and 
its European satellites. Nikita Khrushchev controls the 
decision as to when, where and whether Russia will 
launch aggressive war. 

That fact alone makes him a man with enormous 
power. He is shrewd enough to know he can retain it 
only by showing a proper restraint in its use. 


MAO TSE-TUNG, leader of Red China. Just a year 
older than Khrushchev, he is the dictator over 600 
million people. He was born of peasant stock, but re- 
ceived a modern education. Later he read himself into 
Marxism and Leninism, but he never accepted Stalin’s 
overlordship. He has become much more independent

The world’s 6 most 


It is wromg to speak of Mao’s China as a 
Soviet satellite. Red China is allied to the 
Soviet Union and depends on Russia for war 
material and machinery, but pursues an inde- 
péndent policy in seeking mastery of all Asia. 
Under Mao’s leadership, it already has con- 
quered Tibet, parts of Mongolia, Northern 
Korea, North Viet-Nam and certain islands 
in the Yellow Sea. It is infiltrating North 
Burma, Thailand and Laos. It has refused to 
make peace with the United States, and con- 
tinues to hold American prisoners. It has 
openly. vowed to conquer Formosa. 

All these aggressive acts and threats have 
taken place under the direct leadership of 
Mao. He receives comparatively few head- 
lines because this able and discreet leader 
prefers to work from behind the scenes. But 
as Red China grows stronger, so does Mao 
Tse-tung. He seems likely to zemain one of 
the world’s most powerful figures longer than 
several others on my list. . 


POPE PIUS Xil, head of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Oldest (81) of the world’s most 
powerful men, he relies almost entirely on 
moral influence and church discipline to ex- 
ercise persuasion in a material-minded world. 
Repeatedly I have had the privilege of dis- 
cussing with him the problems involved in 
Communism and the attainment of world 
peace. He impressed me as a man of great 
spiritual force with a keen sense of the prac- 
tical. 

The Pope’s most successful direct exercise 
of political power came not long after World 
War II, when he used the influence of the 
Church to defeat the Communists in the 
Italian election. But he never misses an op- 
portunity to attack Communism. . 

The Pope exerts an important influence 
even behind the Iron Curtain. The Commu- 
nists did not dare prevent Cardinal Wyszyn- 
ski, Primate of Poland, from making his re- 
cent visit to the Vatican. They have not dared 
remove Cardinal Mindszenty, Primate of 
Hungary, from his place of asylum in the 
American Embassy in Budapest. Five hun- 
dred million Catholics and 360,000 priests 
look to the Pope of Rome for moral leader- 
ship. The head of the Catholic Church is 
indeed a man of great power. 


JAWAHARAL NEHRU, Prime Minister ol 
India. Leader of some 375 million people, he 
reached that position by developing a kind of 
political split personality. Born in 1889, he 
was educated in England. Like Gandhi, he 
became a lawyer. But then the Amritsar mas- 
sacre of his fellow Indians by British soldiers 
led him to devote his life to Indian freedom. 

Four times he was elected President of the 
Indian National Congress. Where Gandhi 
was primarily a spiritual force, Nehru was a 
practical political leader. The British kept 
him in jail from 1930 to 1936, and like Mao 
Tse-tung he read himself into a belief in 
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powerful men continued 


Marxism. In 1947 he became the first Prime 
Minister of free India. He still is a Socialist 
—— which has helped make him a neutralist. 
Neutralism is one source of his power. He 
has stood between capitalism and Commun- 
nism, embracing neither. Today he is per- 
haps the only great political leader who is as 
welcome in Moscow as he is in Washington. 

Known as a man of peace, he proved him- 
self willing to use force by his insistence on 
India’s control of the disputed province of 
Kashmir. He fights Communism in India, 
but objects to the Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization and thé Baghdad Pact — both 
directed against Communist aggression. He 
repeatedly has sought to mediate between the 
Soviet Union and the Western powers, and 
between Egypt and the users of the Suez 
Canal. 

Because Nehru heads a great and growing 
nation, because he enjoys the respect of the 
world, because of his undoubtedly good in- 
tentions and because he occupies a strategic 
position-of neutrality, he remains a man of 
power who may yet exercise decisive influ- 
ence in the maintenance of world peace. 


MARSHAL TITO of Yugoslavia. Though a 
minor dictator, he occupies — like Nehru — 
a strategic position between East and West. 
He stands between the Communist and the 
anti-Communist world of Europe. 

Though trained in Moscow, he has aban- 
doned many aspects of Communism in his 
own country — for example, his unsuccess- 
ful effort to communize agriculture. Years 
ago he did what Khrushchev is now trying to 
do in Russia: decentralize industry. He told 
me that the two great evils of Communism 
are bureaucracy and centralization, and ex- 
plained how he sought to get rid of both in 
his own country. Tito admits that at first he 
copied too much from Russia. He welcomed 
his break with the Kremlin as an opportunity 


_ to turn his back on some Soviet methods. 


At 65, Tito is an absolute dictator; he 
holds most of Yugoslavia’s executive and leg- 
islative power in his own hands, But he uses 
it intelligently, and therein lies his strength. 
Years ago he found it expedient to give the 
various parts of Yugoslavia a good deal of the 
local autonomy they have always demanded. 
He has been able to relax police power with- 
out producing any revolutionary outbreaks. 
One source of his considerable personal pop- 
ularity is that he is a true patriot; he risked 
his life time and again during the war against 
Germany, and the men who fought under 
him are loyal to him. 

Tito plays the diplomatic game with con- 
siderable skill. He has secured hundreds of 
millions in American aid without turning his 
back on his Communist beliefs. He still is 
being wooed by both the Soviet Union and the 
United States. There is no denying that for 
the present he holds a position of great power 
in a very important part of Europe.

There you have my list of six. And why didn’t 
[ include the Prime Minister of Great Britain 
or Franco of Spain or Nasser of Egypt? The 
answer is that none of these men can exercise 
much power outside his own country or on 
his own initiative. 

The British Prime Minister works with 
and through his Cabinet. He either works 
with them or they resign, and thus weaken 
his government. When a British Prime Min- 
ister steps out of line and makes an attempt 
to exercise power on his own account, he is 
apt to meet the fate that befell Prime Minister 
Eden. A great personality like Winston 
Churchill can exercise personal power, but 
the average British Prime Minister is con- 
trolled by public opinion, by Parliament, by 
his associates and by the Opposition. 

Nasser’s forces were beaten decisively by 
the Israeli Army last year and are no stronger 
today. His control of the Suez Canal is pre- 
carious. His political ambitions in the Near 
East have had a setback in Jordan. Egypt's 


economy is going downhill. Nasser’'s apparent . 


power is due to the strength of his outside 
support; it does not come from within. 

As for General Franco, when he finally 
emerged victorious in the long-drawn-out 
Spanish Civil War (thanks in large part to 
outside help), his country was not a suffi- 
ciently strong factor in European affairs to 
rank him as a man of great power outside of 
Spain. Nor is it today. Franco is boss in his 
own land. He is working with us in the battle 
against Communism. But he has no claim 
to rank among today’s most powerful men. 

So there they are — Eisenhower, Khrush- 
chev, Mao Tse-tung, Pope Pius XII, Nehru, 
Tito. It probably would be better for the 
peace of the world if three out of six were not 
Communist dictators. We can console our- 
selves with the thought that in recent decades 
many dictators have disappeared almost over- 
night. So there is at least a chance for more 
democratic successors. e

Connolly melted the Iron 


ir problems have only begun 


by JOHN DEVANEY 


BOSTON, MASS. 
In this month of brides — and grooms 
— probably no couple faces married 
life with more delicate adjusting to do 
than Olga and Harold Connolly, the 
athletes who fell-in love at the Olym- 
pics last November and shattered the 
Iron Curtain with the strength of that 
love. 

The two first met outside an equip- 
ment shed in Melbourne, Australia. 
Connolly and two other brawny ham- 
mer throwers were standing at the door, 
impatiently shifting from one foot to 
another, as Olga Fikotova, Czechoslo- 
vakia’s top girl athlete, took her time 
about picking a discus. When she 
finally came out, she started to apolo- 
gize. 

“Then I saw Harold,” she says, “and 
I forgot everything else.” 

The 25-year-old Connolly, America’s 
best hammer thrower despite a left arm 
withered from a birth injury, felt the 
same way. He courted Olga, 24, during 
the Olympics (they both won first-place 
medals ), then followed her to Czecho- 
Slovakia, where their entreaties won 
over Communist officials. This spring, 
to the delight of the entire world, Har- 
old was allowed to marry Olga and 
take her with him to America. 

This, it seemed, was the happy end- 
ing to their story. Actually, PARADE 
has learned, their problems have just 
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begun. The Connollys face five obsta- 
cles that might dismay the most strong- 
hearted of lovers: 

1) Olga, studying to be a doctor, 
had only 18 months to go to graduate 
from a Czech medical school; now she 
must take rigorous tests to enter 
jammed U.S. schools. These tests will 
be especially tough because her know!- 
edge of English is only fair. And if she 
is admitted, she may be required to 
study longer than 18 months. 

2) She must accustom herself to 
the ways of a democracy after living 
since she was 7 largely under the regi- 
mentation of dictatorships—first Nazi, 
then Communist. 

3) Harold must find a new job. He 
had been a history teacher in the school 
system here, “but a teacher's salary,” 
he points out, “isn’t enough to send 
your wife through medical school.” 


Peace and Time 


4) Both must duck the avalanche 
of reporters, photographers, business 
agents and just plain well-wishers who 
have given them little peace, and less 
time for themselves, since they arrived 
here two months ago. 

5) Each must learn to live with, 
and respect, the religious faith of the 
other. (Harold is a Roman Catholic, 
Olga a Lutheran. ) 

Above all else, like every other young

Here is new insight into multiple 
killing — a sudden, savage crime 


that makes too many headlines

shot his mother and sister dead with a .22 rifle. 
Police said his mother had “rebuked him 
mildly” for not doing his homework. 

A little earlier, an Illinois businessman “couldn't 
stand to leave” his mother and three daughters in 
order to remarry — so he killed all four, then himself. 

In St. Joseph, Mo., another 14-year-old “went 
crazy” and slew his mother, father, sister and brother. 

In Gallion, Ohio, police mowed down a 28-year-old 
worker .who had just killed three other persons. 

These are typical recent cases of mass, or multiple, 
murder. And do you recall the name of Howard 
Unruh? Back in 1949, in Camden, N. J., he was 
seized by blind rage and shot down 13 people. 

Fortunately, such outbreaks don’t occur every day. 
But they do occur, and they keep occurring — year in, 
year out. You may read of one tomorrow morning. The 
killer, often considered “respectable” by those who 
know him, suddenly goes berserk. A whole family may 
be wiped out; passersby may be slaughtered. It is like 
the unplanned devastation of a volcano, a cyclone. 

But we can understand natural disasters (even if 
we can't control them). What makes a seemingly “nor- 
mal” human being turn mass killer? What triggers the 
deed? Are there danger signals that might be acted on 
to prevent the outburst and save innocent lives? 

The answers are not easy, but intelligent students 
of human behavior are beginning to find them. 
PARADE has just talked with a top authority in the 
field, New York clinical psychologist Emanuel F. 
Hammer. For years Dr. Hammer has probed into 
mass murder. He has studied several such killers at 
close range. His findings throw new light on one of 
the most terrifying of all crimes.

What makes a 


MURDERER? 


First of all, the mass murderer rarely plans his act. 
When it is over, he can hardly remember it; indeed, 
he may be as shocked by it as any onlooker. Remem- 
ber, he is a “respectable” citizen. Often he is so quiet, 
even prim, that no one — perhaps not even he — 
would picture him as a killer. 

Thus he differs markedly from the murderer who 
plans, and kills, in cold blood. Arithmetically speak- 
ing, John Gilbert Graham — the young man who 
planted a bomb in an airliner to kill his mother and, 
in passing, 43 others —- was a “mass” murderer. But 
he arranged his crime with cool foreknowledge of its 
outcome. So, of course, do the hired gunmen of the 
underworld. 

The multiple killer we are considering here ex- 


plodes in a dreadful moment. As one result, following _ 


his outburst of murderous fury, he almost invariably 
is caught. Or he may destroy himself along with his 
victims. He does not plan an escape, because he did 
not plan the murders in the first place. 


Who the Killer Is 


Let's get a close-up of a mass killer as disclosed by 
Dr. Hammer’s studies. 

First, the murderer is almost always a male — 
child or adult. (Women are much less prone to coin- 
mit violent anti-social acts.) Second, the killer is likely 
to be afflicted with schizophrenia, a mental disease 
marked by loss of contact with reality, gradual mental 
breakdown and sometimes feelings of persecution 
and/ om delusions. 

For example, one mass murderer told Dr. Hammer: 
“The Clancys are after me; they’re trying to get me.” 
Another claimed that people persisted in “blowing 
poison dust under my door.” A third, while talking to 
the psychologist, suddenly took off his shoe and 
smashed it down on the floor at some unseen “enemy,” 
then calmly put the shoe back on. Still another said 
he heard religious voices which “told me to kill.” 

Such mental distortions -are particularly tragic in

was only 8, but he had the makings of a killer. A farm 
child, he already had tried to do away with four other 
children “who wouldn’t play with me.”

JIMMY DURANTE 


by EDDIE CANTOR 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Eddie Cantor, one of 
America’s all-time favorite entertainers, 
made his first money as a singing waiter 
at Coney Island in 1909. There he met a 
shy, big-nosed piano player who became 
his lifelong friend. This intimate account of 
thot friendship — one of the warmest “pro- 
files” of Jimmy Duvurante ever written — is 
condensed from Cantor's current best-selling 
autobiography, Take My Life.* 


The piano player at Carey Walsh’s 
saloon was a thin homely kid of 16 with 
brown hair and a good sized nose. He 
was shy, but he was a great improviser 
and had a flair for showmanship; he 
could fake through anything and make 
it sound like music. And generous! He 
was the kind of guy — if you brought 
him a:sandwich he’d want to give you 
a whole roast beef. His name was 
Jimmy Durante. 

We got along from the first night, 
and from the first night we never 
turned down a request. Jimmy tells the 
story this way: “Say a guy asked

for Springtime in Kalamazoo, which 
neither of us even ever heard of... 
I'd fake a melody and Eddie’d turn to 
the customer and sing ‘Oh, it’s spring- 
time in Kalamazooooo,’ then.turn away 
and double-talk softly, ‘My thoughts go 
wandering back to you, I'll never ever 
be nothun but blue...’ All the time 
I’m pounding away fortissimo, then 
Eddie’d swing back to the customer and 
moider ‘em with ‘When its springtime 
in Kal-a-ma-zoo.’, Sometimes the guy 
was so drunk he wouldn’t notice. But 
sometimes he wasn’t that drunk. ‘What 
you singing, kid?’ Eddie’d get a bewil- 
derin’ look and say, ‘Why, Springtime 
in Kalamazoo.’ ‘That ain’t the song I 
know,’ the guy’d say, and Eddie’d open 
his big eyes innocent-like and say, ‘You 
mean there are two of ’em?’ ” 

But Jimmy wasn’t ambitious. He had 
taken music lessons as a kid; he didn’t 
need them, his playing was spontane- 
ous and it was just a way to earn spend- 
ing money.

I used to say, “Jimmy, you've got to 
do something different if you’re ever 
going to make a big hit. The audience 
likes you. Why don’t you get up on the 
floor and say something to them, or 
just%it at the piano and make remarks 
while you play?” 

“Gee, Eddie, I couldn’t do that,” 
he’d say. “I'd be afraid people would 
laugh at me.” 

He was so right; they were going to 
laugh and keep on laughing for a life- 
time. But he didn’t start talking until 
1923 when Lou Clayton joined him at 
the Club Durant. Their act was a rou- 
tine of songs, jokes and impromptu fun 


‘that caused an immediate sensation. 


The underworld and the upperworld 
discovered Clayton, Jackson and Du- 
rante at the same time. 


Ad Libs — Plus 


Because the trio had no material, 
they had to depend on the impromptu. 
Lou would stamp out on the floor yell- 
ing, “Where is he, where’s Durante?” 
Eddie, from the kitchen, would come, 
yelling, “Where’s Jimmy? Where's the 
Schnozz?” They'd look in the men’s 
room, in the ladies’ room, in the kitchen, 
then one of them would shout, “We've 
struck oil,” and they’d come in leading 
Durante by the nose. 

He’d point to his schnozz. “Dere it 
is, folks, de real thing. It ain’t gonna 
bite ‘cha and any famous personages in 
the dump can come up and autygraph 
it.” They'd aim their quips at the Wal- 
ter Winchells, the George M. Cohans, 
the Owney Maddens, the Damon Run- 
yon characters of Broadway. At the end 
of the evening a fellow like George M.

People care about Durante 


Cohan would leave $100 on the register 
and say, “Ring this up. I’ve had too 
much fun just to pay the check.” 

Lou Clayton was the most important 
person in Jimmy’s life. A tough little 
guy with a sledge-hammer punch, he'd 
wandered into the Club Durant one 
night after dropping $98,000 in a float- 
ing crap game. He was a great gambler, 
he was also a great dancer. He did a lit- 
tle soft-shoe number at the club that 
night and Jimmy asked him to come in 
and join him. 

From the day they started their part- 
nership, Clayton handled all Jimmy’s 
business and was responsible for bring- 
ing him up into the big time. They were 
always rowdy, always roughhouse. 
People think that breaking up a piano 
is new for Jimmy; but when I see him 
take an instrument apart I’m back in 
1925 again. We're having the annual 
benefit for Surprise Lake Camp where 
I was sent as a kid. Clayton, Jackson 
and Durante play the show and Du- 
rante demolishes the piano. Wrecks it. 
The theater charges me $400. 


, Payment in Advance 


Next day, when Jimmy and I lunch 
at the Astor, I say, “Thanks for coming 
to the benefit, Jimmy. Next time, do 
me a favor, stay home.” I tell him about 
the piano and Jimmy sends me a check 
for $400 and a note; “This’ll take care 
of the piano I’m gonna bust at the next 
benefit!” To this day, he’s the biggest 
single contributor to Surprise Lake 
Camp. 

The trio of friends never broke up. 
When Jimmy got too big for the act, 
Clayton stayed on as his business man- 
ager and Jackson stayed on as his 
friend. Both the boys were on the pay- 
roll of every Durante picture, but they 
were backstage. No man in show busi- 
ness ever had the intense loyalties 
Jimmy has had. He gave the word loyal 
a new dimension. To this day he pays 
Clayton’s widow, Ida, a commission 
for every job he does. The cruelest blow 
in Jimmy's life was Lou Clayton's 
death. In his terrible grief, he retreated 
from show business. 

What finally jolted Jimmy out of his 
apathy was television. We talked about 
it one day. “I’m gonna take a crack at 
it, Eddie,” he said. “This is what Lou’d 
want. He told me before he died, he 
told me this thing was comin’ along big 
and it was for me.” Lou was right, the 
TV audience loved Jimmy. 

You see, there’s something that 
comes through the camera onto the 


screen — it’s not just a phonograph, 
it’s a fluoroscope. People laugh at 
Durante — but they care about him. 

To me the answer is simple. Jimmy 
loves people. The minute they see that 
kisser they know he loves ‘em. And 
that’s why the end of his program 
where he walks away into the smaller 
and smaller pools of light, tugs at their 
hearts and brings tears. It’s like Jimmy 
was leaving for good. They know in- 
stinctively that he’d rather be up there 
entertaining them than anything else 
in the world. 

Let me show you what I mean. On 
New Year’s Day 1943 Ida and I were 
down at Palm Springs. I'd gotten up 
early to take a walk, and of all the 
people to meet in the village, suddenly 
around the corner comes that nose. 

“Eddie!” he yells. 

“Jimmy! Happy New Year!” And we 
throw our arms around each other. 

“Eddie,” he says, in the middle of 
the embrace, “I’m just thinkin’. This 
must be a tough time for the guys over 
there in that hospital.” The Govern- 
ment had taken over E] Mirador Hotel 
and made it into Torney General Hos- 
pital. “Here it’s New Year’s Day, they're 
sick, some of ‘em have amputations. 
What da ya say we go over and enter- 
tain ‘em?” | 

I thought it was a great idea and 
suggested we stop off at his bungalow 
first to rehearse. His place is always 
full of pals: Jules Buffano, his piano 
player through the years, Eddie Jack- 
son, who’s been with him for 35 years, 
Jack Roth, his drummer from the old 
Club Durant, and Lou Cohn, who since 
Clayton’s death has handled most of 
Jimmy's business. They're not at all 
surprised when we start in rehearsing 
at 9 a.m., New Year’s Day. We go to 
the hospital at 10:30, stay till 5:00. 


A Good Day's Work 


We sing every song, we ever sang in 


the days at Coney Island. Through the 


" years Jimmy and I have appeared many 


times together at benefits, on radio and 
now on television, and we always go 
back into the old routine and have a 
ball. We clown, we kid, we reminisce 
about the time I convinced him we 
should run for President and Vice- 
President. By 5 o'clock it's time for the 
patients’ dinner and we say good-by. 
We're both so hoarse we can hardly 
talk, especially Jimmy, who starts off 
hoarse. As we walk ‘down the street, he 


can barely croak, “Eddie, tell me. Don’t . 


a t'ing like dis make ya feel good?” 
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Still pals after 48 years, here are Jimmy 
and Eddie as they look today. They’ve come 
a long way from Walsh's Coney Island spot. 


* —because he loves them 


[ know of no one as interested in giv- 
ing of himself as Jimmy Durante. And 
it shows. He hasn't an enemy in the 
world and his friends don’t just love 
him, they worship him. He sums up his 
philosophy this way, “I figger there are 
more good people in the world than 
bad ones. I don’t mind if a gent 
scratches a match on my furniture so 
long as he’s careful to go with the 
grain.” 


A Day at the Races 


He has a quality of tenderness you 

. seldom see in a man. If you're sad he’s 

, sad. When I was in the hospital with a 

heart attack, Jimmy came every day. I 

: was allowed no visitors, but he came 

every day and sat in the corridor out- 
side my room. 

After I was well enough to go out he 

invited me down to Del Mar. He spends 


part of every summer vacation there, 
playing the horses. “Ya gotta come, 
Eddie. It’s wonderful for ya, Down here 
nobody bodders ya.” So I went. 

The first day at Del Mar he and I 
both lose on the first three races. Jimmy 
doesn’t bet big, neither do I, but of 
course we like to win. So after the third 
race I run into a man I know from 
Louisville, Kentucky. This fellow owns 
a stable and he doesn’t give tips; but he 
does tell me that they have a horse to- 
day and the horse is ready. I tell this 
to Jimmy. 3 

“Jimmy, I’m going to bet $10.” 

“Eddie,” he says, “ya mortify me. 
On this kind of a FBI inside I'll bet 50 
bucks.” 

The horse comes in and pays $22. 


Jimmy sends me to look again for my 


friend from Louisville. This time he 
tells me about another horse. I bet $20, 


Durante bets $100. The horse comes 
in and pays $10. From then on we 
don't lose.. We win on every race. 
Jimmy's elated, he’s clowning, then 
suddenly he gets serious. He claps one 
hand on my shoulder and says, “Eddie, 
promise me one thing. No matter what 
happens today —- we go back to show 
business.” 

We both went back. It would be a 
great loss if Jimmy ever abandoned 
show business. There's just no one else 
who can send out those currents of fun 
and love. I, for one, never have missed 
Cunless I've been on a plane) a Du» 
rante broadcast or his TV show. For me 
it has an added meaning. I hear and 
see this guy today and all the time I'm 
seeing double, another guy, a kid 16 
with brownish hair, playing the piano

4, 1918, she is the daughter of come- 
dian-playwright-producer Stanley Lupino 

and Connie Emerald. On her 
father’s side her show business tradition 
can be traced back to the jugglers and 
strolling pla rs of the Italian Renais- 
sance perio ofa the name of Lupine 
was known in the courts of the nobility. 
For nearly four centuries, all of the 
famous Lupines were men.
